Light a candle, curse the darkness 


F ifteen June 5ths ago, in a nearly-forgotten time called 1981, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention in Atlanta published an article in an obscure 
Q weekly bulletin about five Los Angeles gay men who had died of a mysterious 
pneumonia. Few, if any, suspected how much more serious that mys¬ 
tery illness would become, or that dozens, then hundreds, 
and then tens of thousands of gay men would fall 
prey to the “gay pneumonia” and its equally 
deadly counterpart, the “gay cancer.”

T 1 he state Assembly last week rejected a 
Republican-sponsored AIDS measure 
that would have defined AIDS as a 
communicable disease and required physi¬ 
cians to report the names of their patients 
with HIV/AIDS to the state. 

The measure was just one of four AIDS- 


related measures considered by the Assembly. 

In another controversial Assembly mea¬ 
sure that was passed and sent to the state 
senate last week, high school students have 
been excluded from parental consent re¬ 
quirements to receive AIDS education. 

On Friday May 31, the state Assembly 
also passed to the state Senate a measure 
that makes it a felony for people with HIV 


or AIDS to fail to disclose their sero-status 
to sexual partners or to have unprotected 
sex with partners. 

Assembly Bill 2147, authored by Walnut 
Creek Republican Richard Rainey, also cre¬ 
ates a five-year state prison sentence penal¬ 
ty enhancement if HIV is transmitted to an 
uninfected sex partner during a sexual en¬ 
counter. 

The proposed law “goes far beyond any 


reasonable legal protections,” according to 
Laura Thomas, a public policy advocate for 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

“The Rainey bill is just ludicrous. It will 
turn people away from being tested for 
HIV,” Thomas told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The measure passed the Assembly two 
days before a Contra Costra County judge 
dismissed charges against a 25-year-old 
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DoMA moving in Washington 

House subcommittee clears anti-gay bill

T * he Defense of Marriage Act (DoMA) 
passed its First legislative hurdle 
Thursday, May 30 on an 8-4 party 
line vote out of the House Judiciary Sub¬ 
committee on the Constitution. It faces like¬ 
ly quick action in the full committee and on 
the floor of the House before moving on to 
the Senate. 

The anti-gay act would prohibit same- 
sex marriages for federal purposes and not 
require states to recognize those marriages 
performed in other states. 


Ralph Reed, head of the Christian Coali¬ 
tion, said his group would push for passage 
of DoMA by Labor Day. “We have a presi¬ 
dent who says he’ll sign it, let’s get it to him 
as quickly as possible.” Reed called it “a test 
of his [Clinton’s] leadership.” 

Daniel Zingale, political director of the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC), offered a 
gloomy assessment. “Our intelligence gath¬ 
ering on the Hill shows they have not only 
enough votes to pass the bill, but to make it 
veto-proof.” 

He believes the bill is “patently uncon¬ 
stitutional. The problem is, when you have 
Bob Dole and Bill Clinton both asserting 


that it is constitutionally sound, that is a dif¬ 
ficult case to make in the Senate.” 

The best hope to stop DoMA lays in pro¬ 
cedural delays such as a Filibuster. Zingale 
says, “It is very important that the senators, 
the ones we assume are our friends, need to 
hear from their constituents that we care 
deeply about this and we expect them to go 
to extraordinary means to prevent this from 
being decided in this election climate.” 

The strategy is not to push for defeat of 
the measure, but to delay it so there can be “a 
thoughtful debate after the election, when 
the constitutional question and other issues

SFPD chief denies sound 
permits to SOS fundies

C ontroversial streetcorner 
preachers have been denied 
permits to use their 
portable public address system in 
San Francisco, and must pursue 
further legal action by this Friday, 
June 7 or else drop the matter. 

San Francisco Chief of Police 
Fred Lau decided Wednesday, May 
23 against giving loudspeaker per¬ 
mits to the anti-gay SOS Ministries 
coalition. Lau made his decision 
after reviewing the recommenda¬ 
tions of Captain David Maron, 
who presided over a public hear¬ 
ing on the subject last month. 

The events leading up to the 
public hearing produced the 
largest show of neighborhood or¬ 
ganizational opposition to the 
SOS in over a decade. For exam¬ 
ple, a written resolution was 
passed by the Eureka Valley Pro¬ 
motion Association asking SFPD 
not to grant any more permits to 
the SOS. EVPA president Rachel 
Heyman said that at issue was not 
just the loud noise, but “the in¬ 
timidating, confrontational man-

ner that incites and provokes, 
rather than conveying a religious 
message.” 

The SOS is headed by Larry 
Rosenbaum, an “ex-gay” who 


holds a Master’s in psychology 
from Yale and Brandeis universi¬ 
ties. He became involved in the 
California drug scene in the late 
sixties, he now says, but aban¬ 
doned that lifestyle when he be¬ 
came a fundamentalist Christian. 
In 1984 he was nominated as 
Northern California regional di¬ 
rector of the International Street 
Ministry Association. 

The following year Rosen¬ 
baum wrote in an SOS pamphlet, 
“San Francisco is one of the most 
strategic cities in the world to 
reach with the Gospel. The devil 
knows this. Over the past two 
decades, many of the Satanic 
movements that have trans¬ 
formed our society have had their 
origin in San Francisco, such as 
the hippie and drug movements, 
the ‘free love’ and the gay move¬ 
ments, the trend towards Eastern 
religions, occultism, and Satan 
worship, and many cults such as 
the People’s Temple.” 

A letter Rosenbaum presented 
at the May 8 hearing indicates he 
is now receiving legal advice from 
the Reverend Pat Robertson’s 
Center for Law and Justice. ▼ 


Appezzato to Alamedans: 
Appreciate gays, lesbians

lameda Mayor Ralph 
Appezzato issued a procla¬ 
mation Tuesday, June 4 rec¬ 
ognizing the contributions of the 
city’s gay and lesbian community 
and asking all citizens to join him 
in appreciation of their efforts. 

Members of Out on the Island, 
Alameda’s gay and lesbian politi¬ 
cal group, applauded as Appezza¬ 
to finished reading the proclama¬ 
tion, and then thanked him for it. 

“I’d like to commend Mayor 
Appezzato, but more importantly, 
I’d like to thank the people of 
Alameda,” said OOTI executive 
board member Christine Allen. 
“This is just the beginning.” 

Appezzato’s proclamation 
capped a year of dialogue between 
members of the island city’s gay 
and lesbian community and the 
mayor. Last June, the city council 
denied a proclamation recogniz¬ 
ing gay pride month. At that time 
the mayor opposed the issue. He 
has apparently changed his mind, 


however, after attending some 
events held by OOTI and many 
discussions with Allen and others. 

At the council’s next meeting 
on June 18, Council member 
Karin Lucas is expected to ask that 
the entire council endorse a simi¬ 
lar proclamation, but it is uncer¬ 
tain whether that will happen 
after the council’s 3-2 decision last 
month to change the way city 
proclamations are issued. Appez¬ 
zato’s opponents on the council 
were silent during the presenta¬ 
tion. 

Tuesday night was a happy one 
for Alameda’s gay and lesbian 
community, who made up a large 
part of the approximately 100 
people at the meeting. Some 
OOTI members said Appezzato 
appeared moved as he read the 
ten-sentence proclamation, which 
he then presented to Allen. 

The proclamation outlines the 
many things Alameda’s gay and 
lesbian community has done, in¬ 
cluding actively serving on boards 
and commissions and other civic 
activities. 


“The citizens of Alameda 
should be aware of and recognize 
the contributions of members of 
the gay and lesbian community to 
the City of Alameda,” the procla¬ 
mation states. 

City resident and PFLAG 
member Howard Simon praised 
the mayor’s issuance of the 
proclamation. 

Simon, who has lost one gay 
son to AIDS and has another gay 
son who is a Christian pastor in 
Palm Springs, said, “The procla¬ 
mation will honor not only my 
family, but all families who have 
gay sons or daughters, or family 
or friends.” 

There was slight opposition to 
the proclamation. One woman, 
Shirley Cummins, said, “All citi¬ 
zens of Alameda do not recognize 
these groups. They are not com¬ 
munity, they bring in outsiders 
from San Francisco. They have 
bamboozled you, I think ” 

All of the people who spoke 
and thanked the mayor for the 
proclamation identified them¬ 
selves as residents of Alameda. T

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1 Manifestly gay’ 
former worker sues 
Sacramento hospital

^1| penly gay respiratory ther- 
' ' apist Stephan Pardi has ap¬ 

pealed a Superior Court 
decision to the 3rd District State 
Court of Appeals in Sacramento, 
in his two-year-old job bias law¬ 
suit. 

Pardi sued Sacramento’s Sut¬ 
ter Roseville Hospital in 1994, 
charging he had been the victim 
of gay-related job bias four years 
earlier when the hospital con¬ 
tacted temporary agencies he 
worked for and demanded Pardi 
no longer be assigned to the fa¬ 
cility. 

Pardi also claimed that the fa¬ 
cility’s later refusal to grant him 
an interview for a full-time posi¬ 
tion was also biased. 

In March, after granting a 
motion for summary judgment 
by Roseville Hospital, a Superior 
Court judge also denied Pardi’s 
motion for reconsideration, 
which led to the appeal. 

“It’s important to point out 
that my case was not dismissed 
on the merits, but rather on a 
technicality,” Pardi said. 

A hospital spokesperson told 
the Bay Area Reporter the Supe¬ 
rior Court ruled that there was 
“no evidence” the hospital dis¬ 
criminated against Pardi - and 
although the hospital was not 
aware that Pardi had filed the 
appeal, that was “his preroga¬ 
tive.” 

Pardi worked as a temporary 
employee at the Sacramento- 
area hospital from December 
1989 through June 1990, when 
he walked into an assigned 
morning shift and was told by a 
supervisor that he was being sent 
home - and would never be al¬ 
lowed to work at Roseville Hos¬ 
pital again 

“When I inquired why, she 
shrugged and said she didn’t 
know. I stressed to her that noth¬ 


ing untoward had occurred on 
any of my shifts,” Pardi told the 
B.A.R. 

Pardi had never been repri¬ 
manded for any reason at the 
hospital, and never had his clini¬ 
cal skills or judgment questioned 

- but he had appeared on a re¬ 
gional broadcast of an AIDS in¬ 
formation program a few days 
earlier. 

“Just three days after a Sunday 
afternoon regional broadcast of 
AIDS In Our World , in which I 
was the sole guest expert during 
the one-hour long program and 
discussed then-current, highly 
controversial, ‘hot button’ topics 

- such as kids and AIDS, clean 


needle exchange, AIDS preven¬ 
tion in schools, teens and sex, 
mandatory patient HIV testing, 
etc. -1 was abruptly terminated,” 
Pardi said. 

Pardi, who also wrote a syndi¬ 
cated weekly AIDS-related 
healthcare column, says the hos¬ 
pital terminated his employment 
because he is “manifestly gay” 
and was an AIDS activist. 

Neither healthcare registry 
that assigned Pardi to his jobs 
had ever received complaints or 
justification for the personnel ac¬ 
tion by the hospital, and accord¬ 
ing to depositions in the case, his 
main Roseville supervisor found 
Pardi to be an excellent clinician. 

Pardi pointed out in his law¬ 
suit that the hospital never ade¬ 
quately justified the “do not send 
order” except to say he once con¬ 
fronted a supervisor about her 


handling of a medical crisis. 

In that incident Pardi had 
questioned medical orders issued 
by a physician who had ordered 
only palliative care for a patient 
in a life-threatening crisis. The 
orders were changed and the pa¬ 
tient’s life was saved, but the su¬ 
pervisor’s memo about the flap 
caused a hospital official to de¬ 
cline to interview Pardi for a full¬ 
time position later. 

The supervisor admitted 
under oath in the case that she 
was upset with Pardi because he 
told her that her failure to re¬ 
spond appropriately to the crisis 
had caused the patient needless 
suffering. 


Also, a Christian fundamen¬ 
talist supervisor admitted in a 
deposition that she could not 
document any incident that jus¬ 
tified the order, but said the “do 
not send” decision was made for 
other reasons. 

“Well, I’ll just say [Pardi’s] 
communication skills,” said Bev¬ 
erley Tang in a deposition. 

Discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation or private po¬ 
litical activity is illegal under Cal¬ 
ifornia law. 

Pardi said that he was not sure 
he would return to the healthcare 
field as a clinician, but told the 
B.A.R. he planned to obtain a 
graduate degree in public health 
and become a public health pol¬ 
icy maker in either the public or 
private sectors. 

Roseville Hospital had no 
comment on Pardi’s appeal. ▼

Felony charges dropped against 
Castro Patrol Special officer

V', Court Judge Phillip 
^ Moscone dismissed crimi¬ 
nal charges against former Castro 
beat Patrol Special Officer A1 
Stancombe on Wednesday, May 
29. Stancombe had been charged 
with felony assault and battery 
under the color of authority in 
connection with an October 1994 
arrest of an alleged pickpocket in 
front of the Pendulum Bar on 
18th Street. 

Stancombe was charged with 
the felonies after eyewitnesses 
said he severely beat robbery sus¬ 
pect Artis Scott following a chase. 
The incident was initially investi¬ 
gated by San Francisco police 
management control division, 
which handles misconduct 
charges against patrol specials. 


Stancombe told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he believed he was 
prosecuted on the charges by po¬ 
lice brass because of his strong 
public role as an advocate for the 
San Francisco Patrol Special As¬ 
sociation. 

“It was politics. They knew 
they didn’t have a case all along,” 
he said. 

The Patrol Special officers are 
regulated by the Police Commis¬ 
sion and, although employed by 
private merchants, have arrest 
and other law enforcement pow¬ 
ers. 

The group was at loggerheads 
with the San Francisco Police 
Officers Association and police 
brass last year, over the extent of 
their police powers and changes 
in the City Charter affecting 
their mandated law enforcement 
role. 

The case was handled by the 


California State Attorney Gener¬ 
al’s office, which failed to respond 
to Bay Area Reporter requests for 
comment. District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan recused his office 
from prosecuting the case, be¬ 
cause Stancombe served as Halli- 
nan’s personal driver during his 
successful election bid for the 
post last year. 

Stancombe told the Bay Area 
Reporter he was seeking legal ad¬ 
vice about the possibility of 
suing the city over false arrest 
and false imprisonment in the 
incident. 

“They charged me with acting 
under the color of authority. Yes, 
it looks pretty nasty when you are 
in a fight. But people were in a 
half-moon around me and no¬ 
body would help me,” he said. 

“Who’s the victim, here? My 
life has been hell, and I certainly 
don’t feel vindicated.” ▼ 
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Alternative Family 
Project told to leave 
SF Catholic church

A fter three years of being 
housed at St. Paul’s Catholic 
Church in San Francisco, 
the Alternative Family Project 
(AFP) has had to move, apparent¬ 
ly because too many gay and les¬ 
bian families utilized its services. 
The group has, however, found a 
new - and better - location. 

AFP is a nonprofit family sup¬ 
port agency for lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgendered families. It 
provides clinical family therapy 
services and hosts free monthly 
family forum meetings. Cheryl 
Deaner, project coordinator of 
AFP, said it serves about 100 fam¬ 
ilies per month. 

The program helps to increase 
the self-esteem and coping abili¬ 
ties of individual members and 
the family as a whole. It is staffed 
by psychology, social work, and 
Marriage, Family, and Child 
Counseling (MFCC) interns. All 
staff are supervised by licensed 
counselors, psychologists, and so¬ 
cial workers. 

Deaner told the B.A.R. that 
AFP contracted for the program 
site at St. Paul’s Church through 
San Francisco State University, 
and that she had received word - 
but nothing written - that USF 
would not renew its contract, 
which ends June 30. She said St. 
Paul’s Father Mario Farana had 
wanted to evict the program since 
he learned it was at his church last 
November. 

“The USF clinic was a very 
supportive intermediary between 
us and the Catholic Church and 
kept us there,” she said, “despite 
the church’s objections to the pro¬ 
gram.” 

However, Farana disputed 
Deaner’s version of events. 

“They had an agreement with 
the University of San Francisco. 


It’s USF’s issue. We did not force 
them out,” he told the B.A.R. 

Deaner disagreed, saying, “He 
told USF’s counseling clinic that 
they would have to get rid of the 
program by June 30. It’s kind of a 
sad thing, and he doesn’t have a 
good reason.” 

Deaner said because the num¬ 
ber of gays and lesbians attending 
the family forums at St. Paul’s ap¬ 
parently upset church officials, 
AFP moved the meetings to the 
Unitarian Center to be accommo¬ 
dating. 

“We didn’t want to be insensi¬ 
tive to Catholics,” she said. “They 
expected different kinds of alter¬ 
native families.” She said those in¬ 
cluded people from divorced fam¬ 
ilies or adoption, which AFP 
serves. 

A statement issued by USF’s 
public affairs office said AFP was 
asked to leave St. Paul’s Church 
because it had “considerably nar¬ 
rowed the activities ... and re¬ 
stricted counseling services to far 
fewer groups than were originally 
written into the charter.” 

The decision was made by the 
board of directors of USF’s Cen¬ 
ter for Child and Family Develop¬ 
ment, the statement said. 

“Originally, groups to receive 
counseling included children and 
adults living in single parent 
homes, foster home guardians 
and children, unwed mothers liv¬ 
ing with the children, homeless 
families and individuals, and gays 
and lesbians,” USF’s statement 
read. 

The statement continued, “As 
a result of the restriction in ser¬ 
vices with certain public activities 
held, the board asked Ms. Deaner 
to find a new facility for the pro¬ 
ject at the end of the spring se¬ 
mester. 

“There were no outside influ¬ 
ences exerted on the board to 
make the change, despite allega¬ 


tions by Ms. Deaner to the con¬ 
trary.” 

The silver lining 

According to Deaner, being 
forced out of St. Paul’s was a pos¬ 
itive thing, leading to AFP’s new 
site at 425 Divisadero Street (at 
Oak). 

“It’s actually ended up being a 
good thing for us,” she said. The 
new location is 1,100 square feet, 
larger than the space occupied at 
St. Paul’s, and AFP can host the 
monthly family forums there. 

But even though things 
worked out for the best, Deaner 
still sees the larger issue as one of 
discrimination. Dean Goodwin, 
Mayor Willie Brown’s gay/lesbian 
liaison, agreed. 

“Of course the mayor’s very, 
very concerned that this agency 
was the target of expulsion,” 
Goodwin told the B.A.R. 

Kate Kendell, legal director of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights (NCLR), told the B.A.R. 
that although she’s distressed by 
the action, nothing can be done 
legally. 

“I think it’s reprehensible,” 
Kendell said. “Unfortunately, it’s 
not illegal.” 

Kendell pointed out that Cali¬ 
fornia’s Unruh Act, which pro¬ 
hibits discrimination in public 
places based on many things, in¬ 
cluding sexual orientation, con¬ 
tains an exception for religious in¬ 
stitutions. 

“Based on concerns about the 
family, Alternative Family Project 
should certainly be allowed to 
have a home [there]. But the law 
allows religious organizations to 
quite freely discriminate,” Kendell 
said. ▼

Puccinelli resigns from 
GodFathers, begins repayment

T he embattled former co¬ 
chair of the GodFather Ser¬ 
vice Fund last week repaid 
$10,000 in funds allegedly misap¬ 
propriated from the AIDS service 
organization, but the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned the charity has 
discovered an additional $7,000 in 
misappropriated funds. 

The $10,000 was repaid Thurs¬ 
day, May 30 by lesbian business¬ 
woman and one-time board 
member of the AIDS charity 
Chris Puccinelli, according to co¬ 
chair Tom Vindeed. 

But Vindeed also confirmed 
reports that the charity discovered 
an additional $7,000 was alleged¬ 
ly misappropriated through an 
unauthorized Wells Fargo bank 
account that Puccinelli allegedly 
set up to deposit and cash the 
checks without the awareness of 
the agency’s board or treasurer. 


The account, opened by Puc¬ 
cinelli in a corporate name simi¬ 
lar to GodFather Service Fund, 
has been seized by authorities, 
and a police investigation into the 
alleged misappropriation contin¬ 
ues, Vindeed said. 

The newly discovered checks in¬ 
clude profit rebate checks made to 
the charity by the non-profit Com¬ 
munity Thrift Store for an estimat¬ 
ed $3,800; a $3,000 check from the 
Levi Strauss Foundation; a person¬ 
al check from San Francisco Giants 
owner Bob Lurie for $250; and a 
check for $500 from the Jewish 
Community Federation. 

The alleged misappropriation 
- and the secret bank account - 
came to light in May when a con¬ 
cerned attorney for the estate of a 
man who died of AIDS contacted 
the charity. 

The estate’s 1994 $10,000 be¬ 
quest had been cashed, but the 
charity had never acknowledged 
the donation. 


Puccinelli was suspended from 
the agency and resigned on May 
20, but GSF co-chair attorney Ju¬ 
lian Lastowski told the B.A.R. that 
her resignation was unrelated to 
the discovery of the additional 
checks. 

GSF officials say that Puccinel¬ 
li never had access to the agency’s 
official checking accounts, and 
that locks on the group’s postal 
box have been changed and other 
precautions taken to prevent fu¬ 
ture similar incidents. 

The charity provides personal 
cafe items such as bathrobes, toi¬ 
letries, holiday gifts, and other 
items to people with AIDS in San 
Francisco hospitals and hospices.

Castro PWA busted with joint, 
faces resisting arrest charges

J! Jf hen “Hurricane” Frank 

I i Rouse arrived at the Bay 

1 Area Reporter for an in¬ 
terview recently, he was neatly and 
appropriately dressed - immedi¬ 
ately showing how much thought 
and care he had taken with his ap¬ 
pearance that day. Homeless and 
living with HIV disease, Rouse 
had gone to the trouble to line up 
clean clothes, take a shower, and 
arrive reasonably on time. That 
was no easy feat for someone who 
survives financially on federal 
Supplemental Security Income 
and is on a waiting list for subsi¬ 
dized housing for people with 
AIDS, who spends some nights 
sleeping out by the beach or 
couch surfing with friends - or 
even, when need be, with a trick. 

With his shaved head, signa¬ 
ture tight black Spandex bicycle 
shorts, and a T-shirt, Rouse has 
been a fixture in the Castro over 
the years. Once a familiar pres¬ 
ence at ACT UP and Queer Na¬ 
tion protests as well, he received a 
sentence of six months in San 
Bruno County Jail (plus three 
years’ probation) related to the 
October 6,1989 Castro Street po¬ 
lice/activist confrontation. 

Now Rouse faces new charges 
stemming from an incident at 
18th and Castro - because he 
kicked out the window of a police 
car as he was being arrested for 
smoking marijuana, and an officer 
was cut in the spray of flying glass. 

But, he says, the new charges 
lodged against him are unfair and 
unjust, and when he talks about 
them, his eyes fill with hurt, his 
lower lip quivers, and he struggles 
not to cry. 

‘My medicine’ 

By his own admission, Rouse 
was sitting and smoking pot by the 
Bank of America on April 26 when 
a police squad car pulled up. 

“I smoke pot on the street. I 
don’t like to be bothered by other 
drug addicts or speed freaks,” he 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “I was 
trying to take my medicine. I have 
this weird diarrhea, and appetite 
problems; I don’t eat much and it 
helps me have an appetite to eat.” 

Rouse showed the B.A.R. a 
physician’s statement to the 
Cannabis Buyer’s Club written on 
a prescription form, which con¬ 
firms his serostatus. 

“These two officers came to¬ 
wards me,” Rouse said, “and one 
of them said I was a big embar¬ 
rassment to them and I had to 
leave the Castro, that I was mak¬ 
ing the community look bad.” 

Apparently Rouse didn’t move 
fast enough for the officers, and 
he claims the police were “slam¬ 
ming my head into the ground” 
before he knew it. 

“The male officer said he did¬ 
n’t think I was getting up fast 
enough and slammed my head 
against the ground,” Rouse 
charged. “It was just a few seconds 
before I had a bunch of officers on 
me, and my legs were shackled 
with those plastic cuffs, and I had 
regular cuffs around my hands, 
and they had me on my stomach 
and were dragging me to the 
squad car.” 

Rouse said he was tossed in the 
squad car on his back, with his 
hand bent underneath him. As he 
struggled to free his hand, the 
squad door was slammed shut. 

“My feet were in the way of the 
window and I was trying to get

my weight off my wrist, and my 
feet slammed into the glass and 
the officer got cut up,” he said. 
“Things happened so fast.” 

Rouse claims he spent 11 
hours hog-tied in a cell at the Hall 


of Justice, until he was released by 
law enforcement authorities. Also, 
he told the B.A.R ., police seized 
and searched his backpack con¬ 
taining a sleeping bag, clothing, 
and other personal items. Now, he 
said, he’s having trouble getting 
the required photo identification 
to get the property back from the 
police custody, even though a 
Municipal Court judge has or¬ 
dered police to return it. His pot 
pipe was contraband and was not 
returned. 

Rouse returns to court on June 
11 for a hearing on charges of 
possession and resisting arrest. He 
has obtained the services of a 
public defender, because he can’t 
afford a private attorney. 

“I really believe I have a case,” 
Rouse said. “I just don’t want this 
to happen to anybody else - that 
people are mistreated because of 
their color, because they are trans¬ 
gender or queer, or because they 
are a person living with HIV.” ▼

Presumptuous candidates 


E lections are on a lot of people’s minds 
now, especially with the recent Israeli 
vote being so evenly divided. It was in¬ 
structive to see how that entire nation’s fu¬ 
ture hinged on just 15,000 people; had they 
gone for Peres instead of Netanyahu, they 
would have changed the outcome. It shows 
the value of every individual vote, and 
teaches a valuable lesson. 

If only it were easier to figure out what 
that lesson is; if only the choices for Amer¬ 
ican gays were as obviously clear-cut as they 
were for Israeli voters. 

American voters are so tired by now that 
we’d rather watch international election re¬ 
turns than pay attention to our own. As an 
example, only the most rabid political 
junkies even noticed that Alabama, New 
Mexico, Montana, and New Jersey held their 
primaries this Tuesday. Guess what: Clinton 
and Dole won. Rah rah. 

Since both of the above are what an- 
chorpersons call “presumptive” candidates 
- although it would seem “presumptuous” 
is a more accurate word - they could afford 
to keep this week’s primaries so low-key. It 
wasn’t like the old days (meaning a few 
months ago) when, for Republican candi¬ 
dates at least, the battle was real enough that 
they were willing to trek all over Iowa and 
New Hampshire pretending to care about 
Iowans and New Hampshirans as long as 
there was a reporter around. We did enjoy 
the nightly newscasts full of those politi¬ 
cians’ images, gravely nodding to corn 
farmers, or overenthusiastically digging into 
plates of pancakes, and doing all that stuff 
that is supposed to make them look human 
and superhuman all at the same time. We 
liked it because the candidates are laughably 
bad at what they’re trying to do, and be¬ 
cause as long as they’re out standing in 
some farmer’s field they aren’t trying to be 
outstanding back in Washington. Where, as 
we know, they are not to be trusted. 

Now that the next presidential race has 
been winnowed down to two - or two- 
point-five, if you combine Perot and Ralph 
Nader - the candidates choose their battles 
more carefully and avoid cowpie fields in 
favor of $l,000-a-plate fundraising dinners 
whenever possible. This has insulated them 
far too much from the electorate, in our 
opinion, and prevented Dole and Clinton 
from being exposed like Lamarr Alexander 
as being utterly out of touch with the rest 
of us. 


The reason we mention this is that Cali¬ 
fornia is about to be deluged with visits 
from Bob and Bill’s All-Star Traveling Cir¬ 
cus Minimus. Dole and Clinton both want 
the state’s electoral votes this November, 
and will be stumping hard for them in the 
immediate future, in the guise of run¬ 
ning for long-since-decided prima¬ 
ry races. Already it is going badly 
for the GOP: Newt Gingrich is 
trying to defend a leaked Repub- * 
lican plan to bribe our voters (al¬ 
though surely another word was 
used) by promising to boost Wash¬ 
ington’s outlays to Sacramento - if, of 
course, we earn it by voting for 
the GOP. That’s rotten and 
hypocritical, and typical. It is 
also an implied threat for what 
will happen if they have to 
come to power without our support. 

Fortunately, if Dole and Clinton do 
make as many appearances here as we sus¬ 
pect, it will give the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity a chance to confront them. Since 
both have displayed an anachronistic lack of 
awareness about who we are, it is up to us to 
show them. 

Remember: they’re coming here for vis¬ 
ibility. We can show them what the word re¬ 
ally means. Get ready. 


This week we observe an unhappy 
birthday: the 15th anniversary of AIDS. As 
we were putting that story together we dis¬ 
covered that almost nobody (from the 
White House, on up and down) even knew 
the occasion was coming up - except the 
UCSF Center for AIDS Prevention Ser¬ 
vices, God love ’em - and people seemed 
as likely to say “Only 15 years?” as 
“Has it been that long?” 

Yes, to both questions. 

It is amazing to us that we have 
spent more than half of the post- 
Stonewall gay movement fighting a 
virus. We long for the days when 
* things were simpler, and have 
almost given up hope for 
their return anytime soon, 
but like everyone else in the 
community we’re too busy to 
spend very much time in those misty rec¬ 
ollections. 

What we do have time for right now is 
to honor the friends who have been taken 
from us in those 15 years - we miss you - 
and to honor all our friends who have do¬ 
nated their time and money and energy to 
help end this epidemic even one day soon¬ 
er- we love you. 

This is an amazing community, and we 
are prouder every day to be a part of it. T

I f recent actions are any indication of 
where Frameline is headed, the agency 
should consider changing the name of 
the San Francisco International Lesbian & 
Gay Film Festival. The once trend-setting 
promoter of lesbian visibility in media arts 
is sadly flagging in this arena. 

Frameline recently issued a blatantly sex¬ 
ist press release on its own history. The 
shocking three-page document neglected to 
name even one lesbian of the many promi¬ 
nent filmmakers, or any of the women who 
have been on staff. Nor did it list the three 
lesbians who have won the Frameline 
Award, although it named five past male re¬ 
cipients and five other men for their contri¬ 
butions to Frameline and to gay film. 

While Frameline later responded to crit¬ 
icism by adding the names of 12 lesbians to 
its history, it still didn’t offer an adequate 
tribute to the women who have worked 
long and hard to build Frameline. From the 
first Executive Director Linda Farin to De¬ 
velopment Director Amy Schoenborn, 
women have played a key role in its devel¬ 
opment. Following Annette Forster, the first 
female guest curator, Jenni Olson joined 
Frameline in 1992 and brought an unparal¬ 
leled knowledge of lesbian and queer film. 
During her tenure, festival resources - press 
releases, press screenings, hospitality for 
guest filmmakers - were evenly divided be¬ 
tween gay and lesbian artists. 

In 1991, Nancy Fishman took over 
Frameline’s distribution program, and Desi 
del Valle, the current distribution manager, 


was hired the following year. Among their 
accomplishments on behalf of queer cine¬ 
ma is the acquisition of a diverse collection 
of works by gays and lesbians, including 
many by people of color. 

Former Executive Director Tess Martin 
brought Frameline through its 19th year, 
struggling to surmount an enormous fi¬ 
nancial crisis and to continue after Mark 
Finch’s tragic suicide. Jennifer Hamil¬ 
ton, Liz Rigali, Kim Scala, and Mary 
Wings are among the former board 
members who advocated for les¬ 
bian representation at the festival 
and at Frameline. 

“I find it absolutely incredible 
that you could manage to 
omit us all,” Olson wrote 
to Festival Director 
Michael Lumpkin. “The 
impression ... is that 
Frameline believes that lesbians are an in¬ 
significant part of queer film history. ... If 
Frameline is truly a gay and lesbian orga¬ 
nization I can’t believe you would be per¬ 
petuating this kind of sexism.” 

Nor is the “oversight” limited to one doc¬ 
ument. Gender imbalance is strongly re¬ 
flected in other press releases and program¬ 
ming. In this year’s festival release, only two 
women’s films were highlighted, compared 
to six by men. Lesbian film has earned its 
place alongside gay cinema, and the festival 
itself was instrumental in developing that 
interest in and market for lesbian work. It 
sets the standard, and it is crucial that it 
grant the prominence and respect to lesbian 
artists that they deserve. 

In this festival there are only 31 women’s 


program slots (including repeats) compared 
to 45 men’s (plus 13 co-gender and seven 
transgender). With Olson and Mark Finch 
there was never a disparity of more than 
two slots; e.g., in 1994 there were 38 
women’s and 40 men’s slots. Commenting 
on the disparity, Lumpkin said, “To be hon¬ 
est, I haven’t made a film-by-film count— 
The way [Co-Director] Jennifer [Morris] 
and I work, we don’t put ourselves into, 
‘these are your slots; these are my slots;’ we 
have more of a style of working 
to g et her.” 

Another particularly striking 
omission occurred in the May 
29 Examiner story on the festi¬ 
val, which included a 7-by- 
10-inch photo of Lump¬ 
kin alone. Is that Frame¬ 
line’s “style of working to¬ 
gether” - leaving Jennifer 
Morris completely out of the picture? 

Also missing from the original press re¬ 
lease was acknowledgment of former Festi¬ 
val Assistant Boone Nguyen, the only per¬ 
son of color on festival staff, who, together 
with Morris, deserves credit for last year’s 
success. 

Frameline’s history concludes, “Lump¬ 
kin has returned ... ready to lead Frameline 
and the festival into its third decade.” This 
first sally into the ’90s under Lumpkin’s 
leadership has brought lesbian visibility 
back ten years. As a nonprofit organization 
dedicated to the community, Frameline 
should promote accurate and diverse repre¬ 
sentations of our communities in its festi¬ 
val, in its programs, and, most of all, in its 
own history. ▼

Brown’s bum rap 

Hitting Amos Brown with a charge of homopho¬ 
bia is a bum rap. 

Years ago, a fuzzy support for fellow black minis¬ 
ter Eugene Lumpkin was quickly dropped when reli¬ 
gious fundamentalist Lumpkin went overboard with 
advocating the biblical stoning of gays to death. 

A former homophobic reporter for the S.F. Sun 
Reporter, an African-American weekly, would put 
anti-gay twists to what Rev. Brown would say, requir¬ 
ing Brown to constantly correct this guy for mis¬ 
quoting and misinterpreting him. 

Rev. Brown did not support the original domestic 
partners bill while it was limited to just gays. In order 
to gain his support, he insisted it be broadened to be 
more inclusive, to include common-law heterosexu¬ 
als. 

Rev. Amos Brown was almost alone among black 
ministers in attending healing conferences put on by 
the Intergroup Clearing House, set up to open on¬ 
going dialogue between different communities, par¬ 
ticularly between the African-American and the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, transgender community. 

Amos Brown has worked hard in recent years 
against homophobia, in his preaching at his 3,000- 
member Third Baptist Church, his published articles 
in the S.F. Chronicle, the S.F. Examiner, and the S.F. 
Sun-Reporter, his hosting of his close personal friend, 
Rev. Jesse Jackson (who has become a strong advocate 
of gay rights), and making the Third Baptist Church 
the central meeting place in San Francisco for the 
Rainbow Coalition. 

He has gathered ministers from all over the west 
coast to fight Governor Pete Wilson’s University of 
California Board of Regents in their effort to end af¬ 
firmative action. Hey, that’s our battle, too! 

For some time, the San Francisco African-Ameri¬ 
can community has looked upon Dr. Amos Brown as 
their leading public figure, as he fights for the slice of 
the public pie to which they feel entitled, the leader 
who well expresses the community’s pleasure at vic¬ 
tories, and their anger and disappointment at their 
defeats. He speaks out. 

This is a powerful man who can be a powerful 
friend. Please give the guy a chance. 

Oppressed groups have to find ways of working 
together in coalition, rather than find ways to put 
each other down. 

The Rev. Dr. Amos Brown has cooperated with gay 
leaders in their particular fields. Ask Dr. Tim Wolfred, 
with whom Brown served six years on the S.F. Com¬ 
munity College Board. Says Tim: “He always sup¬ 
ported gay and lesbian issues.” Rev. Cecil Williams 
said, “We’re ecstatic at the justified appointment of 
this highly qualified, hard-working, most deserving 
person, who has a commitment to humanity to make 
things better for all people.” 

Amos Brown and Leslie Katz are an inspired ad¬ 
dition to an outstanding S.F. Board of Supervisors. 
They will make us proud.

I’ve been a San Francisco resident for almost two 
decades, and I’ve witnessed the drastic change (not 
necessarily for the better) the city has gone through. 

Anyone with a basic awareness of the escalating 
problems of scarce housing, skyrocketing rents, 
homelessness, unemployment, crime, etc. can see how 
systematic commercial gentrification and encroach¬ 
ment of our neighborhoods has negatively affected 
communities citywide. 

When unscrupulous landlords/owners of com¬ 
mercial properties realize that they can get a much 
higher rent from a new profit-minded entrepreneur 
who can pay it, they quickly grab this opportunity 
and proceed to increase their tenants’ rents so high 
they cannot afford to pay them, thus forcing the ten¬ 
ants to go out of business.

This unwelcome trend has taken a foothold in our 
neighborhoods as we witness the proliferation (or over¬ 
saturation, if you will) of schlocky fast food and upscale 
restaurants, high-priced boutique shops, pretentious 
and glitzy fern bars and espresso/cappuccino hangouts, 
as well as those “touristy” junky eyesores they call mini 
shopping malls. That talk of “Well, you can’t stop 
progress” as if “progress” is manifest destiny is nothing 
but transparent crap! This so-called “progress” is what 
has turned this lovely city into one we cannot afford to 
live in. A city where everywhere you go you see more 
and more vacant storefronts with “For Rent” signs on 
them, with many of them all boarded up. A city where 
property values have replaced human values. Blame for 
this sad state of affairs should be placed at the doorstep 
of the profit-hungry real estate conglomerate. 

Anyone who doesn’t agree with the negative im¬ 
pact on quality of life that unrestrained and runaway 
overcommercialization has brought to our city’s com¬ 
munities, should have his/her brain examined. 

Systematic gentrification and/or encroachment of 
our neighborhoods is not acceptable.

Icaenoclast

J% hronicle columnist Herb 
Caen announced in a front- 

- page column last week that 
he is-battling lung cancer. The 
Pulitzer Prize-winning writer, 
who confirmed that he is under¬ 
going chemotherapy while fight¬ 
ing the “inoperable” cancer, stat¬ 
ed that he hoped to continue to 
write the powerful gossip column 
that has entertained and occa¬ 
sionally irked Bay Area readers 
(and those who read Caen in sev¬ 
eral syndicated papers) for 58 
years, on at least a three-times- 
per-week basis. 

I first met Herb Caen 20 years 
ago, but anyone who writes any¬ 
thing that faintly resembles a col¬ 
umn considers this man an icon 
without peer. Los Angeles had 
Jack Smith for many years; 
Chicago readers regularly fol¬ 
lowed columnists Mike Royko 
and Irv Kupcinet; and others 
were equally as famous around 
the country. However, Herb Caen 
was, and is, the best. 

Shortly after moving to San 
Francisco in the early 
70s, I was having lunch 
on Polk Street with poet 
Rod McKuen, and as 
we walked across the 
street, McKuen drew a 
crowd of autograph 
seekers. It got back to 
Caen, who in 
reporting the 
incident men¬ 
tioned my 
name for the first time. 

Caen had his longtime assis¬ 
tant, Carole Vernier, check to 
make sure that “Wayne Friday” 
was really my name. He has since 
told me that he was sure it was 
something made up for a Ten¬ 
nessee Williams play. Partly, I 
think, because Mr. Caen was so 
intrigued by my name, he has 
over the years mentioned it so 
many times that I stopped saving 
the clippings years ago. 

Press agents and publicists by 
the thousands have tried every 
trick in the book to get their 
clients mentioned in Herb Caen’s 
column - and most of them never 
got in. It has been said that a men¬ 
tion of a show, restaurant, or per¬ 
former in a Caen column was bet¬ 
ter than a full-page ad anywhere 
in the Chronicle. If Mr. Caen liked 
you, he could make you at least a 
minor celebrity. 

For example, a plug for local 
singers he enjoyed, like Weslia 
Whitfield or Sharon McNight, 
would sell out their performances. 
Steve Silver’s Beach Blanket 
Babylon made millions for Silver 
once Caen had seen and reported 
favorably on it. 

Did - does - Mr. Caen play fa¬ 
vorites? Sure. If he likes a political 
candidate and if that person is his 
friend (John Molinari and 
Willie Brown come quickly to 
mind), he is shameless about pub¬ 
licizing them week after week. 

For someone like myself who 
finds it difficult to crank out a col¬ 
umn once a week, it must have 
been one hell of a chore for Mr. 
Caen to have pushed out five a 
week for nearly 60 years. Caen not 
only wrote about the rich and fa¬ 
mous but also about common 
San Franciscans and everyday 
events, whenever he found some¬ 
one or something that aroused his 
interest. 

A couple of years ago, I was in 
a downtown bookstore and no¬ 
ticed a line of people out the door 
and down the block. Herb Caen 


was sitting at a table in the store 
signing his latest book. I have all 
the rest of them, so I grabbed 
one and waited in line. 

Mr. Caen was 
quickly signing his 
name to books hand¬ 
ed to him, always 
with a word of thanks 
to the buyer. The 
woman in front of me 
had nine copies 
for him to sign, 
which he did 
patiently. The 
lady told Caen she lived in Con¬ 
cord, adding, “My mother and I 
have been sending you items for 
years, but you’ve never once print¬ 
ed one. What does it take to get 
mentioned in one of your 
columns?” 

As he signed her last book and 
was handing it to her, he looked 
up and noticed me directly be¬ 
hind her. He commented to the 
woman, “Ask the guy behind you. 
He’s practically a regular.” 

Herb Caen has been one of my 
gods for years, and when another 
well-known writer, Warren 
Hinckle, referred to me a few years 
ago as “the Herb Caen of the Cas¬ 
tro,” he paid me one hell of a com¬ 
pliment. That clipping I saved. 

This column is not meant to 
be any kind of obituary for Herb 
Caen. The man, 80 years old and 
one hell of a fighter, will most 
likely be beating the hell out of his 
trusty old typewriter for many 
years to come. He’s simply that 
kind of guy. 

Politics and poker 

Mayor Willie Brown is host¬ 
ing a “sendoff reception” for 
soon-to-be Assemblyman Super¬ 
visor Kevin Shelley on Wednes¬ 
day, June 19, 5:30-7:30 p.m., at 
Delancey Street, 600 The Embar- 
cadero. Tickets are $100 and up. 
Call 732-3778 for info. 

And yes, that was Da Mayor at 
a ringside table at Sharon Mc¬ 
Night’s opening Thursday at the 
Plush Room in the York Hotel, 
with Jack Davis, Ted Fang, and 
friends. 

In Austin last week, the pre¬ 
dominantly gay Log Cabin Clubs 
of Texas sued the state GOP for 
breach of contract for refusing to 
assign them exhibit space at the 
state GOP convention or sell them 
an ad in the program. The gay/les¬ 
bian GOP group’s goals conflict 
with the party platform, a Repub¬ 
lican spokesperson said. 

And in Michigan, the Republi¬ 
can-controlled Legislature recent¬ 


ly passed a bill to prohibit same- 
sex marriage (no surprise there) 
and sent it to GOP Governor 
John Engler, a Dole veep 
wannabe, to sign or veto. The 
Michigan House passed and sent 
to the state Senate a bill that 
would also bar the state from rec¬ 
ognizing same-sex marriages per¬ 
formed in other states. At least 11 
states have passed similar mea¬ 
sures since 1995, when Hawaii 
began moving toward legalizing 
gay marriage. 

Yes, I agree that San Francisco 
supervisors should be given a de¬ 
cent pay raise. They should be 
making in the $55,000-$60,000 
range for a full-time position. I 
would also like to see the 11- 
member district elections we once 
had make a comeback. 

With 197 countries participat¬ 
ing and maybe as many as 100 
heads of state attending - and 
with all America watching - the 
Republicans are furious that they 
can do nothing about the fact that 
President Clinton will officially 
open the Olympic Games in At¬ 
lanta July 20. 

Seattle Mayor Norm Rice, a 
Democrat who is hoping to be¬ 
come Washington’s first black 
governor, is busy denying rumors 
of a past gay affair. His GOP op¬ 
ponent’s supporters are dishing 
the dirt. 

The Quote of the Week is from 
Bob Hattoy, an openly gay 
HIVer, who’s also a White House 
aide. He urges gays and lesbians to 
back Clinton in November de¬ 
spite the prez’s recent betrayal on 
the same-sex marriage issue. “To 
support same-sex marriage at this 
particular cultural moment in 
America is a loser,” declares Hat- 
toy, adding that some “gays are 
threatening to oppose Clinton’s 
re-election or seek a divisive con¬ 
vention fight over the issue. What 
I’m saying to them is ‘Politics isn’t 
therapy.’ Talk to your lover or talk 
to your therapist, but go and vote, 
still for this president; otherwise, 
the right wing wins the election.” 

Certainly, none of us like Clin¬ 
ton’s decision, but the Republi¬ 
cans have cleverly pushed this 
issue in hopes of eroding Mr. Bill’s 
gay support. It’s important to note 
Time's recent report on an over¬ 
heard conference call between 
Bob Dole and top GOP fundrais¬ 
ers. One GOP moneybags, a for¬ 
mer aide to George Bush, quite 
openly says, “If we don’t seize on 
this same-sex marriage issue, then 
we don’t deserve to win.” Don’t let 
’em get away with it, I say. ▼

Time for that other 
question, can a right-handed les¬ 
bian bass player make a queer 
weekend out of said hetero wed¬ 
ding and a stay in a Levitt-de¬ 
signed suburb? And time for the 
bonus question, does said right- 
handed lesbian bass player really 
give a rodent’s hindquarters? 

The female left-handed bass 
player in question is my friend 
Jenny, who played guitar in my 
old band, Satin Food Stamps, and 
whom I call “The Big J” because 
she’s 5’4” and skinny.

So Denise, the 
Transsexual Menace co-founder 
who’d scored Stonewall 25 press 
credentials for me, invited me to 
stay with her out on Lon Gisland. 

Time traveling 

Shopping went by the boards 
because everyone who could flee 
the city for the long weekend 
seemed to have done so. Good 
thing we’d done yellow pages sorts 
and dialing on-line; instead of 
wasting time running all over 


Manhattan, the three of us took 
the subway to the Cloisters. The 
Cloisters is a museum of medieval 
art and architecture set in a park 
at the northern tip of Manhattan 
- a place to step back in time. Yo 
Beth sez, check it out. After Emily 
headed back for Philly, Denise 
and I took the Long Island Rail¬ 
road back to Hicksville. 

Yes, Virginia, there is an actual 
Hicksville. Back when it was the 
Hick estate, farmers from the sur¬ 
rounding farms would bring 
their wares to Manhattan to 
cries of “Here come the hicks 
from Hicksville.”

sistently reflects a grasp of those 
standards. On Sunday afternoon, 
Denise barbecued, and after lunch 
the conversation turned to puber¬ 
ty. It seems one of the neighbor 
boys has taken a liking to Court¬ 
ney, but is at the age where he 
communicates that by teasing her. 
Denise commented on this, and 
led into the message that Court¬ 
ney could, when old enough to 
care to, date boys or girls, or boys 
who used to be girls, or girls who 
used to be boys. Courtney replied 
that if she were to date a boy, she’d 
want him to be a boy who’d al¬ 
ways been a boy. 

To protect Courtney from the 
dorkiness of this limited concept 
of a worthy date, Denise proposed 
some role play to test how a trans¬ 
sexual suitor might feel. First, she 
had me play FTM suitor “Bob” 
breaking the news to an adult 
“Clarice.” Her change of heart 
must have been sincerely felt, be¬ 
cause when she played Clarice as 
an MTF coming out to nontrans- 
gendered Bob, she swiftly pulled 


the rug out from under every New 
York-accented protestation I 
could muster. Creative parenting 
with a bright child - I felt privi¬ 
leged to have taken part. 

No ping-pong 

Denise rewarded Courtney 
with a grown-up treat: watching 
Priscilla, Queen of the Desert on 
video with us. She did caution 
Courtney not to use the bad 
words the adult actors used, and 
we fast-forwarded through 
the ping-pong ball scene. 
Afterward, Denise had 
Courtney walk the dogs 
again, knowing full well 
the kids in the street would 
come up to pet the dogs 
and recruit Courtney 
for their game of team 
hide-and-seek. Mes¬ 
sage: Courtney 
could have a 
transgendered 
parent yet still 
be just one of 
the neighborhood kids. 

I pulled lawn chairs for Denise 
and me around to the driveway 
while she brewed tea. Watching 
the children play in the twilight 
was like stepping into a picture 
book, except I’ve never seen a pic¬ 
ture book in which a parent inter¬ 
acts with the kids while wearing a 
Transsexual Menace satin starter 
jacket and a Dyke TV cap. I took it 
all in with full awareness of the 
hyperreality of the scene, knowing 
I’d entered that zone in which op¬ 
posites cease to be opposites and 
you sense you’re seeing with more 
than just physical eyes and linear 
consciousness. 

The next day I walked into a 
scene that was pure Jenny, from 
the Beatles entrance music (“If I 
Fell”) to her forgetting to remove 
her gum before walking down the 
aisle but looking stunning any¬ 
way, to her and Talbot singing in 
Hebrew, to their not being able to 
dodge getting hoisted on chairs 
but riding high .while the DJ 
played “Satisfaction.” 

On the flight home, I thought 
of the line from Priscilla about 
suburbs - there to keep queers in 
or rednecks out? And I knew there 
was a third path beyond queering 
suburbia or assimilating: moving 
with personal integrity through a 
multiplicity of worlds —even more 
than one at the same time. ▼

Lesbian couple's binding love: 

A bookstore of one’s own

dream and a $50,000 invest¬ 
ment are beginning to pay 
i off for a lesbian couple who 
founded Beat Books last Novem¬ 
ber in the Hayes Valley section of 
San Francisco. 

Business at their tony book¬ 
shop has reached a break-even 
point sooner than the women an¬ 
ticipated. “We haven’t taken in 
profits yet, but the business is 
covering itself, by paying for 
the rent and invento¬ 
ry,” says co-owner 
Linda Harrison. 

Beat Books spe¬ 
cializes in used and 
out-of-print titles in 
such sub¬ 
jects as inte¬ 
rior decorat¬ 
ing, food, 
wine, fine arts, and foreign litera¬ 
ture. Harrison explains that used 
bookstores tend to be most suc¬ 
cessful when they specialize in 
out-of-print books for specific 
subject categories. 

The richly decorated shop lo¬ 
cated at 552 Hayes Street features 
comfortable leather furniture, 
Persian carpets, and prints hung 
on the walls, which are all intend¬ 
ed to create a home library mood 
for selling books. “We’ve been col¬ 
lecting books for years and basi¬ 
cally we’ve taken our living room 
and gone public,” Harrison says. 

Besides buying and selling 
books and book collections, Beat 
Books also sells library furnish¬ 
ings and artwork, and recently de¬ 
signed a library of 100 for-sale 
books for Hotel Boheme in San 
Francisco. Harrison also does de¬ 
sign consulting work for home li¬ 
braries. 

‘Be out and have fun’ 

Harrison, 44, and her partner 
of seven years, Ellen Anderson, 40, 
began preparing to open Beat 
Books soon after they moved to 
Berkeley in the summer of 1994. 
Both women quit their jobs at 
Eastman Kodak Co. to open the 
bookstore. Harrison, formerly na¬ 
tional sales manager and director 
of marketing, was transferred 
from New York to San Francisco 
in 1994, but turned in her resig¬ 
nation one year later. 

Anderson quit her administra¬ 
tor job at Kodak in New York 
when Harrison’s job was trans¬ 


ferred to San Francisco, and did 
much of the legwork to open the 
store, such as dealing with city bu¬ 
reaucrats and obtaining permits. 

“We left our jobs in stable cor¬ 
porate America, if you can call 
corporate America stable, because 
we wanted to use our talents to 
start our own business, where we 
could be out and have some fun,” 
Harrison says. 

It took about three years to de¬ 
velop the salon concept and finally 
organize the opening of 
Beat Books, financed 
largely from the pro¬ 
ceeds of a house the 
couple sold a few 
years ago in Los An¬ 
geles. 

“It took one year 
of looking to 
find the 
right loca¬ 
tion,” An¬ 
derson says. Hayes Valley’s mix of 
galleries, cafes, and eclectic shops 
attracted the women, because the 
neighborhood doesn’t have the 
chain stores or shopping mall feel 
of higher rent districts like the 
Castro district. 

“We did a lot of homework 
and chose Hayes Valley because of 
the types of businesses in this 
area, and the rents are good,” Har¬ 
rison says. “We looked at a lot of 
locations in the Bay Area, but we 
kept coming back.” 

Much of the renovation grunt 
work was done by the women, 
which included tearing down in¬ 
terior walls and installing shelving 
and other fixtures, refinishing the 
floor, and some painting - before 
they decided it would be better to 
hire a professional painter. 

“We were working until 11 or 
12 o’clock at night until our mer¬ 
chant neighbors told us we had to 
go home to rest,” Harrison says. 

“There was also a security 
issue, being that we were the only 
people working in a storefront at 
that hour,” adds Anderson. 

Harrison and Anderson often 
work together in the store, besides 
visiting auctions and estate sales 
to obtain books. Harrison also 
works part-time as a lecturer for 
the Haas Business School at the 
University of California in Berke¬ 
ley. Her part-time income and the 
couple’s savings are supporting 
them, while they’re building their 
Beat Books business. 

San Francisco is a good place 
for entrepreneurs to start busi¬ 


nesses because start-up costs and 
the cost of living are generally less 
expensive than other larger cities, 
especially New York, Anderson 
says. T

'Dining Out’ 
promotes food for life

SI ayor Willie Brown and 
|m 1 restaurateur Jeremiah 
I if I Tower are the honorary 
co-chairs of Dining Out For Life, 
the annual Visual AID fundraiser 
set for Thursday, June 13, in restau¬ 
rants throughout San Francisco. 

The benefit is expected to raise 
an estimated $30,000 for Visual 
AID programs, according to Jim 
Fisher, director of the non-profit 
group that assists artists living 
with AIDS and other life-threat¬ 
ening illnesses. 

“We’ve received a tremendous 
response from restaurants wanti¬ 
ng to support Bay Area artists, 
who face a difficult choice be¬ 
tween healthcare and career when 
they become disabled and their 
income is restricted,” Fisher said. 

More than 100 San Francisco 
restaurants are participating in 
the fundraiser this year, up from 
the 60 venues who joined last 
year, Fisher said. 

Castro and Noe Valley restau¬ 
rants joining in the annual benefit 


include Welcome Home, Valen¬ 
tine’s Cafe, Mecca, Firefly, Ma 
Tante Sumi, Ryan’s Restaurant, 
dame a restaurant, Rory’s Twisted 
Scoop, and the Quarter Deck. 

According to Fisher, partici¬ 
pating restaurants donate a por¬ 
tion of the price for each meal or¬ 
dered during the evening to Visu¬ 
al AID - an average of 15 percent 
per meal - and no special meals 
must be ordered or tickets pur¬ 
chased to benefit the group. 

In addition to ordering a meal 
to support the work of Visual AID, 
diners can also enter a drawing for 
two pairs of round-trip tickets to 
London on Virgin Atlantic Air¬ 
ways, and for complimentary 
overnight packages at local bed 
and breakfast hotels. Registration 
cards will be available at each 
diner’s table for the drawing, 
which will be held on July 1. 

With an annual budget of an 
estimated $180,000, Visual AID 
provides a wide range of services 
to artists with AIDS, including an 
Art Bank and a voucher program 
for working artists. That program 
provides critically-needed sup¬ 


plies through two programs, sup¬ 
ported by more than 44 local 
firms. The supplies range from 
such basics as paper, canvas, paint, 
and brushes to photographic 
chemicals and other material for 
photographers; materials for 
sculpture such as woods and met¬ 
als; and other essentials for artists 
working in a variety of media. 

In addition, Visual AID also 
has a volunteer studio assistant 
program, an exhibitor program, 
workshops in a variety of topics of 
interest to professional artists, and 
salons. It is also developing an 
archive that focuses on the work 
of artists who receive grants or as¬ 
sistance. T

Now on video: 

The Qigong Show!

A two-tape set of videos de¬ 
veloped to introduce and 
guide people living with 
HLV/AIDS to Qigong - an ancient 
Chinese form of healing move¬ 
ment and exercise, similar to Tai 
Chi or other martial arts, but used 
instead for healing - is now avail¬ 
able through the Immune En¬ 
hancement Project. 

All proceeds from the video 
will go to support the work of the 
IEP, a 16th Street acupuncture 
clinic serving people with 
AIDS/HIV, according to instruc¬ 
tor George Wedemeyer. 

“It was really a labor of love,” 
Wedemeyer told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “And we are getting re¬ 
quests for the video from all over 
the country.” 

The tape was designed so peo¬ 
ple who were unable to attend 
classes could practice at home. 
Wedemeyer said the work-outs 
can be performed either sitting in 
a chair or standing up. 

“The first tape is an hour-and- 


a-half video instruction, designed 
for an easy learning pace of four 
weeks,” he said. “The second tape 
is a hour-long regular work-out 
that people can follow along with.” 

The instructional tape also in¬ 
cludes breathing and other exer¬ 
cises to open up the flow of ener¬ 
gy along meridian pathways and 
balance and tonify organ systems 
throughout the body. 

The color videotapes feature 
an original score by San Francis¬ 
co Symphony musician Roger 
Weismeyer, performed by flutist 
Marie Tamburrino, and are avail¬ 
able for $59.99. 

“It’s doing well,” Wedemeyer 
said. “We made 1,000, and we are 
selling between 15-20 a week.” 

‘Acupuncture without 
needles’ 

A common problem with many 
Tai Chi or similar-style movement 
instruction videos is that they are 
performed outdoors and rapidly, 
according to Wedemeyer, and stu¬ 
dents can’t adequately see the 
movements and don’t have enough 
time to practice before a new 


movement is introduced. 

“We keep it really simple,” he 
said. “It’s preventative medicine, 
that’s the best part about it. It 
keeps the body open - and many 
people call it acupuncture with¬ 
out the needles. It’s an integral 
part of Chinese medicine.” 

Wedemeyer said he and co-in¬ 
structor Emilio Gonzales are cur¬ 
rently in negotiations with Kaiser, 
California Pacific Medical Center, 
and the University of California to 
teach Qigong at the healthcare fa¬ 
cilities. Wedemeyer and Gonzales 
currently teach weekly Qigong 
classes at 50 Oak Street. 

According to a recent study by 
the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, nearly one-third of 
all long-term HIV/AIDS survivors 
are using traditional Chinese 
medical arts as part of their con¬ 
tinuum of care. T

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‘Great Commute 
for AIDS’ next week

C alled an “unprecedented” 
public awareness and 
fundraising effort, organiz¬ 
ers of the first Great Bay Area 
Commute for AIDS aim to forge 
a link between two issues consid¬ 
ered by Bay Area residents to be 
among the most acute problems 
facing them: the HIV/AIDS epi¬ 
demic and traffic congestion. 

Organizers hope that people 
will find alternatives to driving to 
work Wednesday, June 12, and 
donate the normal cost of that 
day’s commute to support 11 
local HIV/AIDS care programs 
throughout the Bay Area. 

That way, the organizers say, 
people will not only help 
HIV/AIDS programs, but will also 
help save the environment and 
save money, stress, and wear and 
tear on their vehicles. 

“The central message of the 
Great Bay Area Commute for 
AIDS is that by working together 
we can build a stronger and 
healthier community, even if we 
work for different causes,” said 
Eric Walrabenstein of RIDES for 
Bay Area Commuters, Inc. The 
private, nonprofit corporation, 
which helps commuters find al¬ 
ternatives to driving alone, devel¬ 
oped the event through a collab¬ 
oration with the 11 benefiting 
HIV/AIDS care programs. Other 
major sponsors include Shadow 
Broadcast Services and PG&E. 

Walrabenstein said the goals of 
the one-day event are to raise a 
minimum of $600,000 for local 
HIV/AIDS programs and to get the 
message to one million commuters. 

More than 3,000 local employ¬ 
ers are helping promote the Great 
Bay Area Commute for AIDS by 
distributing pledge cards for com¬ 
muters to make a donation. Hun¬ 
dreds of smaller Bay Area business¬ 
es have agreed to display posters 
and distribute flyers promoting the 
event, Walrabenstein said. 

“The direct benefits of the pro¬ 
gram will be the funds donated to 
HIV/AIDS care programs, and in¬ 
creased use of commute alterna¬ 
tives,” commented John E. Hirten, 
executive director of RIDES for 
Bay Area Commuters. “However, 
the Great Bay Area Commute for 
AIDS is also about education: 
raising awareness of these two im¬

portant issues; and about action: 
providing people with the means 
to get involved and help make a 
difference.” 

How you can help 

People who drive alone spend 
32 cents per mile to get to work, ac¬ 
cording to the California State Au¬ 
tomobile Association estimate for 
gas, maintenance, tires, and wear 
and tear. The figure does not in¬ 
clude costs for bridge tolls or park¬ 
ing, which organizers hope donors 
will add on to their pledge forms. 

Commuters are asked to calcu¬ 
late the miles of their daily round 
trip journey, multiply the figure 
by 32 cents, and donate that 
amount. Any size donation is wel¬ 
come, however. 

Organizers are also looking for 
volunteers to pass out informa¬ 
tion and collect pledges and do¬ 
nations at commuter transit 
points such as train and BART 
stations, bus terminals, and the 
San Francisco Ferry Building. 

The pledge card also offers 
people an opportunity to receive 
information about local 
HIV/AIDS programs, including 
children/youth; counseling, or 
group services; peer support; 
food, clothing, or housing; finan¬ 
cial aid; transportation; preven¬ 
tion services; health care; needle 
exchange; volunteering; women’s 
services; or making a donation. 

Additionally, commuters are 
given an opportunity to select in¬ 
formation on carpool, vanpool, or 
bicyclist match lists in the hope 
they will continue to use an alter¬ 
native means of transportation to 
get to and from work after the 
commuter fundraiser is over. 

“We have developed an excit¬ 
ing campaign to help people un¬ 
derstand how much money they 
can save by taking commuting 
options that help ease congestion 
and preserve our environment,” 
said Allan D. Shore, a co-founder 
of the event. “Our hope is that 
they will then be willing to give 
those savings from the day of the 
event to the HIV/AIDS programs 
that are working so hard to take 
care of our friends, loved ones, 
and family members.” 

Shore noted that every day, 
three million Bay Area residents 
commute to and from work, and 
every day, the lives of millions 
more residents are affected, di¬ 


rectly or indirectly, by the 
HIV/AIDS epidemic. 

“These are issues that affect us 
all,” he said. 

All proceeds from the event 
will benefit 11 organizations, in¬ 
cluding the AIDS Emergency 
Fund; Alameda County Exchange; 
Alta Bates Hemophilia; ARIS of 
Santa Clara County; Diablo Valley 
AIDS Center; East Bay AIDS Cen¬ 
ter; East Bay AIDS Foundation; 
ELLIPSE of San Mateo County; 
the Marin AIDS Project; the Napa 
Valley AIDS Project; and WORLD, 
Women Organized to Respond to 
Life-threatening Diseases. 

A separate fund is expected to be 
created for distribution of money to 
other agencies in the region. ▼

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Ask for Kirk 
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‘Saints Alive’ honored

he honorees of Metropoli- 

. tan Community Church of 
San Francisco’s “Saints 
Alive” awards ceremony Saturday, 
June 1 represented the diversity of 
the gay and lesbian community 
and its supporters, with recipients 
covering a broad spectrum of 
concerns, including AIDS/HIV 
activism and same-gender mar¬ 
riage. 

The fourth annual event was 
held at Temple Emanu-El before 
an audience of approximately 300 
people. MCC-SF Senior Pastor 
Reverend Jim Mitulski and 
KRON-TV entertainment re¬ 
porter Jan Wahl presented the 
eight Saints Alive awards. 

Standing ovations were given 
to recipients Ninia Baehr and 
Genora Dancel, the plaintiffs in 
the Hawaii same-gender marriage 
lawsuit known as Baehr v. Miike, 
and to Jeff Getty, the Bay Area 
AIDS activist who was transfused 
with baboon bone marrow last 
December. 

The other honorees were: Dr. 
Joycelyn Elders, former surgeon 
general; Dr. Charles Garfield, 
founder of the Shanti Project; 
Reverend Yvette Flunder, co¬ 
founder of the Arc of Refuge, an 
HIV/AIDS nonprofit agency; 
Matthew Coles, director of both 
the ACLU’s national Lesbian and 
Gay Rights Project and its 
HIV/AIDS Project; Cindy Acker, 
president of Professional Associa¬ 
tion for Childhood Education; 
and the San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus. Additionally, Allen White 
was honored with MCC-SF’s first 
“community angel” award. 

‘For all of us* 

Baehr and Dancel were both 
born in Honolulu. In 1990, after 
the women applied for a marriage 
license and their application was 
denied, they joined with two 
other couples and filed a lawsuit 
against the state of Hawaii for vi¬ 
olating their civil right to marry. 

The case has been winding its 
way through the Hawaiian court 
system for almost six years. The 
court has already ruled prelimi¬ 
narily that the state must prove a 
compelling reason why same-gen¬ 
der marriage should not be legal. 

As a result, it is expected that 
sometime this August or Septem¬ 
ber, same-gender marriage will 
become legal in Hawaii. 

The women, who now live in 
Baltimore, Maryland, told the au¬ 
dience that they had no idea the 
case would invoke such passion¬ 
ate feelings or generate as much 
controversy as it has. 

“When we first got involved, 
we had no support,” Baehr said. 
“This is not just for us, it’s some¬ 
thing for all of us.” 

Dancel added, “This year has 
been particularly fascinating to 
me. As gay people we’ve always 
been discriminated against. We 
have the right to join our souls 
with whoever we want to.” 

Anti-Christ or saint? 

Getty, a member of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, was honored for 
his “relentless pursuit of life, and 
for his willingness to share his en¬ 
ergy with others.” 

Getty said that since some have 
called ACT UP/Golden Gate “sa- 
tanic,” there must be “a thin line 
between being an anti-Christ and 
being a saint. 

“ACT UP/Golden Gate and 
Project Inform are two of the 
most important groups whose 
members are dedicated to finding

a cure or die trying,” he said. 

Since 1992, Getty has been in¬ 
strumental in many things associ¬ 
ated with AIDS research and drug 
advocacy. He was the first study 
subject in the world to receive a 
sibling white blood cell transfer, 
which is now being seriously 
studied by the National Institutes 
for Health. 

Additionally, he assisted in the 
coordination of a national pro¬ 
tease inhibitor compassionate use 
campaign that resulted in three 
major drug companies providing 
free drugs to thousands of people 
with AIDS nationwide. 

Personal price 

Elders was the only recipient 
who could not attend the ceremo¬ 
ny, but she accepted her Saints 
Alive award via video. 

“I want to thank Metropolitan 
Community Church for the work 
they do everyday being inclusive 
rather than exclusive,” Elders said. 
“I loved being your surgeon gen¬ 
eral.” 

Elders was appointed surgeon 
general by President Clinton and 
served in that capacity from Sep¬ 
tember 1993 to December 1994. 

She was honored by MCC-SF 
for her work “to provide our na¬ 
tion with a realistic view of 
human sexuality. Only by speak¬ 
ing the truth about such issues as 
masturbation and sexuality can 
people learn what they need to 
know to be responsible for their 
own health. 

“We recognize the courage that 
Dr. Elders has shown by speaking 
openly about topics that others 
have been afraid to address, and 
we acknowledge the personal 
price she has had to pay.” 

“I am continuing speaking out 
on health issues and human sex¬ 
uality issues,” Elders said in the 
video. 

Healers and caregivers 

Flunder was honored for her 
work dedicated to spreading the 
message of God’s love, diversity, 
and inclusivity to all people. 

In response to HIV/AIDS, 
Flunder was instrumental in Love 
Center Ministries’ establishment 
of An Ark of Love, which opened 
the Ark House, the first commu¬ 
nal living facility run by an 
African-American church for 
people impacted by AIDS. 

She began City of Refuge 
Church here in 1991, and along 
with the church, founded the Ark 
of Refuge, a nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion. The agency has since opened 
the Hazard-Ashley House in Oak¬ 
land, and Restoration House in 
San Francisco, which provide ser¬ 
vices to people who have AIDS. 

Flunder thanked people at 
MCC for their work “healing the 
breaches that have existed histor¬ 
ically between the African-Amer¬ 
ican and lesbian/gay/bisexual/ 


transgender community. 

“In the African-American 
community there have always 
been lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and 
transgendered people in church,” 
Flunder said. 

Garfield founded the Shanti 
Project in 1974. It is one of the 
first community-based, peer-sup¬ 
port HIV/AIDS caregiving orga¬ 
nizations and has served as the 
model for over 300 agencies 
throughout the world. 

Garfield is also a clinical pro¬ 
fessor of psychiatry at U.C. San 
Francisco and a co-founder of 
Full Circle, an organization dedi¬ 
cated to the support of HIV/AIDS 
caregivers. 

“I accept this with tremendous 
gratitude for caregivers, past, pre¬ 
sent, and future,” he said. 

‘I’m no saint’ 

Coles was honored for his ef¬ 
forts to promote equal rights for 
all people and for his commit¬ 
ment to serving the gay and les¬ 
bian, and especially the people 
with HIV/AIDS communities. 

In his role as director of the 
ACLU’s lesbian and gay rights and 
HIV/AIDS projects, Coles was 
one of the architects of the re¬ 
cently successful challenge to the 
constitutionality of Colorado’s 
anti-gay initiative, Amendment 2, 
before the U.S. Supreme Court. 

He has also recently argued 
several cases challenging the mil¬ 
itary’s “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” pol¬ 
icy in the federal court of appeals. 

Coles caused the audience to 
laugh when he said, “I’m no 
saint.” But he was very apprecia¬ 
tive of the award and said he’s 
been fortunate to love his work. 

Coles has also served as a so¬ 
cial, educational, political, and 
legal activist for many gay and 
lesbian organizations. 

Memory and 
the Fifth Section 

Acker was honored for her 
spiritual, practical, and educa¬ 
tional leadership that has inspired 
and empowered hundreds of peo¬ 
ple to be the best they can be. She 
has increased access to healthcare 
and education, primarily for chil¬ 
dren, and especially for children 
impacted by HIV/AIDS. 

She and her partner, Millie 
Jessen-Acker, own and operate the 
Child Unique Montessori School 
in Alameda. Acker also co-founded 
Memory, the first HIV/AIDS 
agency serving the city of Alameda. 

Acker asked that people in the 
audience remember that many 
tiny things can have a powerful 
impact. 

The San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus was honored for provid¬ 
ing nearly 18 years of musical ex¬ 
cellence as a vehicle for entertain¬ 
ing as well as serving the gay and 
lesbian community, particularly 
in San Francisco. 

There are currently about 150 
men in the chorus, plus another 
150 in what’s known as the “Fifth 
Section,” the term used to desig¬ 
nate those who have died of AIDS 
during the past 12 years. 

The chorus started in 1978 as 
a group of men who gathered on 
the steps of City Hall to sign a 
memorial hymn in honor of the 
slain Mayor George Moscone and 
Supervisor Harvey Milk. Since 
then, it has grown to be one of the 
largest, most acclaimed choruses 
in the country. 

Frank Johnson, executive di¬ 
rector emeritus, told the audience 
that he “prays for the day when we 
can stop keeping track” of those 
who have died and are remem¬ 
bered in the Fifth Section. ▼ 
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Bay Area playwright speaks 
at gay alumni reception

T he University of California 
Gay and Lesbian Alumni 
(UCGALA) hosted award¬ 
winning playwright, director, and 
actor John Fisher at a reception in 
San Francisco on Sunday, May 26. 

The event followed a matinee 
performance of Fisher’s Medea: 
The Musical , and was held to sup¬ 
port the student scholarship and 
mentorship programs of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Alumni Association 
(CAA). 

Steve Addison, a UC Berkeley 
graduate and chair of UCGALA, 
noted the alumni group provides 
a wide range of activities. There 
are over 100 members in UC¬ 
GALA. 

“Theater is a great way to en¬ 
tertain and bring varied people 
together,” Addison said. 

Fisher, a doctoral student at 
UC Berkeley, has been credited 
with the revival of Cal’s theater 
program, and garnered a lot of at¬ 
tention on campus from both his 
irreverent The Joy of Gay Sex and 
Medea: The Musical , Addison 
said. 

“He was able to get backing to 
move them to San Francisco for 
several successful runs,” noted Ad¬ 
dison. 

Addison said the reception 
went great. 

“John was articulate and 
clever. He brought three cast 
members with him and they dis¬ 
cussed their experiences with the 


show and how it’s gay-related,” 
Addison said. 

He said about $300 was raised 
for the alumni scholarship fund 
and CAA’s gay/lesbian/bisexual 
mentorship program. 

“I’ve had several mentees [sic] 
over the past years, and I’ve en¬ 
joyed getting to know them, cre¬ 
ating friendships that continue to 
endure, providing some help, and 
being a role model - perhaps dur¬ 
ing their college coming out 
process,” Addison said. 

He added, “The students 
amaze me and I often wonder 
who is the mentee and who is the 
mentor. Even though I was stu¬ 
dent body president, I wasn’t 
comfortable with coming out 
while on campus.” 

Addison, who graduated from 
Cal in 1983, coordinated the “Bay 


Area Angels Program,” which 
brought local AIDS organizations 
together with the American Con¬ 
servatory Theater as part of their 
highly successful outreach pro¬ 
gram for Angels in America. 

UCGALA provides a way for 
graduates to stay connected to 
Cal, and also raises important 
scholarship funds, Addison said. 
Past programs of UCGALA have 
included initiating the gay/les¬ 
bian/bisexual mentorship pro¬ 
gram, picnics, dinners, holiday 
parties, dance programs, swim 
parties, art exhibits, and numer¬ 
ous theater parties throughout the 
Bay Area. ▼

Mel White to preach, show 
video at MCC SF this Sunday

T he Reverend Dr. Mel White, 
author, gay rights activist, 
and former ghostwriter for 
the radical right, will be speaking 
at Metropolitan Community 
Church of San Francisco on Sun¬ 
day, June 9. 

In addition to preaching at 
MCC’s 11 a.m. worship service, 
White will be showing a video en¬ 
titled The Rhetoric of Intolerance at 
1 p.m. The video shows clips of 
Pat Robertson’s anti-gay and in¬ 
flammatory rhetoric that have 
been broadcast nationally on tele¬ 
vision. 

White is MCC’s minister of 
justice, working with churches 
and communities around the na¬ 


tion that are facing challenges 
from the right wing. He is also the 
author of Stranger at the Gate: To 
Be Gay and Christian in America, 
a book that chronicles his own 
journey to reconcile his faith and 
his sexuality. 

Born into a conservative 
Christian home and educated in 
conservative Christian schools 
and churches, White is particular¬ 
ly qualified to speak and write 
about the issues of homosexuality 
and Christianity. He worked with 
conservative Christian churches 
as a filmmaker and writer, and 
eventually became a ghostwriter 
of books, autobiographies, and 
speeches for such noted figures in 
the religious right as Robertson, 
Jerry Falwell, and Billy Graham. 

Now, White is known for his 


confrontations last year with 
Robertson, his former employer. 
White was arrested and jailed for 
attempting to speak with Robert¬ 
son at his offices at the Christian 
Broadcast Network (CBN). 

White remained in prison 
until he was able to speak with 
Robertson and urge him to drop 
his inflammatory rhetoric aimed 
at lesbians and gays. He has con¬ 
tinued to challenge the actions 
and speech of right-wing Chris¬ 
tians. T

met recently to draw up a set of standards which they are urging every viatical settlement 
company to strictly follow when buying your life insurance policy. The goal is to protect 
your economic security at a time of emotional and financial stress. If you are thinking 
about selling your life insurance policy, you should seek offers from a minimum of three 
viatical settlement companies and make sure that the companies you evaluate have 
signed this code. 


Viatical Bill of Rights 

(Name of company), in order to encourage the best business practices in the industry, and to 

assist sellers of life insurance in assessing viatical options, agrees to abide by the following stan¬ 
dards and practices: 

• We Will inform potential sellers that viatication is one of several mechanisms for accessing 
cash benefits from a life insurance policy. We will encourage all potential sellers to work 
with a financial adviser to determine a course of action best suited to an individual seller’s 
needs. 

• We Will comply with all applicable federal and state laws, and in those states which have 
licensing requirements we will be licensed and disclose our licensing status in informational 
materials to clients. Our advertising will either disclose our licensing status or provide a 
phone number for clients to call to verify our licensing status in their state. 

• We Will Not engage in advertising practices that are false, misleading or deceptive. 

• We Will present the complete terms of all offers to sellers in writing. 

• We Will offer a range of options for monitoring the ongoing health of the seller after 
the purchase of the seller’s life insurance policy, allowing the seller to select a monitoring 
method responsive to the seller’s needs. Monitoring options will include, at a minimum, 
monitoring by mail and directly with the seller’s physician. 

• We Will Not, under any circumstances, divulge patient identifying information without the 
written informed consent of the seller. When seeking the right to disclose patient identifying 
information we will ensure that the seller’s consent is informed by always providing, at a 
minimum, the identity of the specific person (s) or entities proposed to receive such infor¬ 
mation. We also will require all such person (s) or entities to sign a statement that they will 
never divulge patient identifying information without the seller’s written informed consent.

New supes take office

N ewly appointed San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisors Leslie 
Katz and the Reverend 
Amos Brown were sworn into of¬ 
fice Wednesday, May 29, and told 
an overflow crowd in the Board of 
Supervisors’ chambers they will 
work to be accessible and repre¬ 
sent all citizens in the city, includ¬ 
ing the lesbian/gay/bisexual com¬ 
munity. 

Mayor Willie Brown told the 
audience at the swearing-in cere¬ 
mony that his appointments, in¬ 
cluding openly lesbian Andrea 
Shorter to replace openly lesbian 
Katz on the Community College 
District Board [see accompanying 
story, this page], will maintain city 
government’s diversity. 

“I’ve chosen these three people 
because they represent a balance 
this city needs,” the mayor said. 
“I’ve tried to think of balanced 
representation for this city and in¬ 
volvement of new people.” 

The mayor and Reverend 
Brown are not related. 

“I pledge to work hard, to be 
accessible, to listen to all sides, and 
make decisions with integrity,” 
Katz said. 

She also said she’s mindful of 
the legacy left by other gay and 


lesbian leaders who have served 
on the Board of Supervisors, in¬ 
cluding the late Harvey Milk, 
Harry Britt, and Roberta Achten- 
berg. Katz added she’s honored to 
work with the current gay mem¬ 
bers of the board, Tom Ammiano 
and Susan Leal. 

Reverend Brown said he is 
proud of his appointment, and al¬ 
though he does not expect a 
“honeymoon” period, he will 
work hard with other board 
members. 

“I expect to be ultimately 
swayed by the spirit of compas¬ 
sion,” Brown said after being 
sworn in. “Only when we serve 


the needs of all can we work for 
the highest good of all.” 

The mayor cited Reverend 
Brown’s work in religion and 
community activism, and said the 
senior pastor of the 3,000-mem¬ 
ber Third Baptist Church in the 
Western Addition has “impecca¬ 
ble credentials.” 

However, in an ironic twist, 
Reverend Brown was named, 
along with Third Baptist, in a civil 
suit brought by a Daly City 
woman who was the church choir 
leader and organist. The lawsuit 
charges that Ann Foster-Flynn, 
the former acting musical direc-

Andrea Shorter sworn in on college board

er was sworn in by Mayor 
Willie Brown as a member of the 
board of trustees of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Community College District 
on Wednesday, May 29. 

The mayor praised Shorter 
and told the crowd at the ceremo¬ 
ny in the Board of Supervisors’ 
chambers that she is like his 
daughter. 

“She is independent and de¬ 
manding,” Brown said of Shorter. 
“But with Andrea it’s confidence, 
not arrogance. I see in Andrea the 
quality of leadership.” 

Shorter replaces former com¬ 
munity college trustee Leslie Katz, 
who was sworn in last week by the 
mayor as a supervisor along with 
Reverend Amos Brown. 

Shorter is the director of juve¬ 
nile programs and policy for the 
Center on Juvenile and Criminal 


Justice, a San Francisco-based 
nonprofit public policy agency fo¬ 
cused on alternatives to incarcer¬ 
ation. 

She is on the board of directors 
for the city chapter of the Nation¬ 
al Organization for Women, 
where she serves as chair of San 
Francisco NOW’s political action 
committee. Additionally, Shorter 
is a member of the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Democrat¬ 
ic Club and president of the 
George Wiley Democratic Club. 

“I gladly and proudly accept to 
serve as a trustee of City College 
as an advocate of the city’s youth,” 
Shorter said in a brief speech fol¬ 
lowing the ceremony. “Perhaps at 
no other time has the college dis¬ 
trict been poised to lead. 

“That vision is also about in¬ 
clusion and diversity,” she added. 

The newly named community 
college board member noted that 
all groups, including the African- 
American, gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender communities, 


need to work together. 

“Whoever we are, we must 
continue to work tirelessly,” 
Shorter said. “In a Democratic so¬ 
ciety we cannot settle for less.” 

Shorter said the diversity of the 
City College district is a strength, 
and said she will help further a 
steadfast course for the city’s edu¬ 
cational endeavors. 

She is a co-founder and direc¬ 
tor of the Right to Vote Cam¬ 
paign, a broad-based coalition ef¬ 
fort involving 25 organizations to 
register incarcerated voters. 

Shorter is also an executive 
board member of the Coalition 
for an African-American Agenda, 
a local civil rights group focused 
on increasing voter participation 
among African-American, low in¬ 
come, and public housing resi¬ 
dents. 

A native of Indianapolis, Indi¬ 
ana, Shorter is a 1988 graduate of 
Whittier College, where she 
earned a bachelor of arts degree in 
sociology with honors. ▼

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Victory Fund holds 
reception for gay 
SF judge-elect

-' ' he Gay and Lesbian Victory 
I Fund held a reception in San 
Francisco last Thursday, 
May 30 to honor Superior Court 
Judge-elect Kevin McCarthy, and 
to raise local money and support. 

The Victory Fund is the only 
national organization dedicated 
to electing qualified openly gay 
and lesbian candidates to all lev¬ 
els of public office. Formed in 
May 1991, it has grown into the 
nation’s 15th largest independent 
political action committee, with 
more than 3,500 members na¬ 
tionwide. The bipartisan organi¬ 
zation has contributed over $1.2 
million directly to the campaigns 
of qualified openly gay and les¬ 
bian candidates. 

McCarthy was the beneficiary 
of Victory Fund support, and he 
told the gathering of about 20 peo¬ 
ple that he received much more 
than just financial assistance. 

“Not only did I get financial 
support, I got strategic support,” 
he said. 

The recently elected judge to 
San Francisco Superior Court will 
take office in January. McCarthy 
easily ousted incumbent Superior 
Court Judge Doug Moore, a Re¬ 
publican appointee of Governor 
Pete Wilson, in the March 26 pri¬ 
mary election. He is the first 
openly gay man ever elected to 
Superior Court in California. 

McCarthy explained that when 
he decided to run, he needed 
fundraising advice and did not 
have a lot of time. 

“I contacted the Victory Fund. 
They understood the importance 
of it [the campaign] and I got the 
endorsement,” he said, adding 
that he also got campaign contri¬ 
butions from across the country, 
including Vermont, New York, 
and Florida. 

“It’s an invaluable asset,” he 
said. 

Candidate training 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Leslie Katz, who was sworn into 
office Wednesday, May 29 after 
being appointed by Mayor Willie 
Brown, also told the crowd the 
Victory Fund has helped her. Katz 
said her benefits weren’t financial, 
but she attended valuable candi¬ 
date training sponsored by the 
group. 

“It was some of the best train¬ 
ing I’ve seen,” Katz said. “They ex¬ 
plain how to run as an openly gay 


candidate, how to address ques¬ 
tions, and how to put together 
funding.” 

Katz’s other experience with 
the Victory Fund was last June, 
when she and other gay officials 
went to Washington DC to meet 
with various political leaders, in¬ 
cluding Vice President A1 Gore. 

The meeting became known as 
the “blue glove incident” because 
of U.S. Secret Service personnel 
who wore latex gloves as they 
came into contact with the gay 
leaders. In April 1996, the director 
of the Secret Service sent letters to 
the lesbian and gay visitors in 
which he frankly apologized for 
the incident. 

“It was quite an eye-opener to 
learn what candidates face in 
other parts of the country,” Katz 
said. 

Jay Flagg, director of develop¬ 
ment for the Victory Fund, told 
the B.A.R. one of the goals of the 
reception was to look into form¬ 
ing a steering committee of local 
gay and lesbian community mem¬ 
bers. Flagg, who works out of the 


organization’s Washington D.C. 
office, is from San Francisco. 

“I’m here to get to know peo¬ 
ple, and to get people interested 
and active again,” Flagg told the 
B.A.R. “Our mission is simple. 
There is no other organization 
doing what we do.” 

Flagg noted that San Francis¬ 
co’s gay and lesbian community 
has benefited from the Victory 
Fund, as several candidates have 
been elected to local and state of¬ 
fices here. They include Mc¬ 
Carthy, supervisors Tom Ammi- 
ano and Susan Leal, and Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden. 

In urging a more visible role in 
San Francisco, Flagg emphasized 
he feels the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity is its own best friend. 

“The only ones we can rely on, 
I conclude, are our own,” he said. 

Flagg also said electing quali¬ 
fied gay and lesbian candidates to 
state and national offices is a high 
priority. 

“Otherwise,” he said, “all our 
successes locally will be wiped 
out.” ▼

Over the next few years, as 
AIDS swept across the country, 
the gay community started 
putting away the “If I can’t dance, 
it’s not my revolution” T-shirts 
and started putting on fundrais¬ 
ing events, condoms, and protests. 

A decade and a half later, the 
disease has built the resolve of the 
gay and lesbian community, and 
torn it apart; it has taught the 
world much about virology and 
immunology, and robbed it of 
many of its best and brightest 
minds; it has created leaders, and 
destroyed them. 

And it is nowhere near over. 

This June 5th, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter asked some people to re¬ 
flect on the milestone and share 
their thoughts as AIDS turns 15. 

Here is what some had to say; 

This anniversary is a necessary 
reminder, an opportunity - even 
when we don’t want one - to con¬ 
front our grief, our fear, and our 
anger, and to take stock of all the 
work that needs to be done, both 
in our own lives and as a commu¬ 
nity. 

It’s hard to keep up the fight. 
It’s hard to maintain hope. But we 
don’t really have any choice other 
than to strengthen our commit¬ 
ment, our humanity, and our 
hope.

On the 15th anniversary of 
the horrendous HIV epidemic, I 
am remembering the thousands 
of friends and loved ones we 
have lost. So many people who 
died from AIDS were terrific 
people who died too soon, and 
whose absence has diminished 
our world. People are not re¬ 
placeable, and the energy and 
talents of those we have lost are 
not things we can do without. 
One of the important things to 
remember is that many of the 
people who have died suffered 
not only the disease of HIV, but 
also the disease of discrimina¬ 
tion. The early years of the epi¬ 
demic produced rampant dis¬ 
crimination, and scores of gay 
men, especially, called us at the 
Human Rights Commission say¬ 
ing they couldn’t get hired any¬ 
where or had been fired from 
their jobs because of the as¬ 
sumption that all gay men had 
AIDS. Though this situation has 
improved, discrimination 
against people with HIV contin¬ 
ues, and we must be vigilant in 


recognizing it and responding 
strongly to it, and in assuring 
that people with HIV be able to 
continue working and living 
their lives free of discrimination.

In 1980, I remember sitting 
next to a man in a straight bar 
who was getting quite drunk and 
identified himself, with picture 
ID, as a government agent. He was 
hitting on me and seemed to be in 
the closet. At the end of the 
evening, before I left, he cried out 
to me to move away from San 
Francisco. I asked him why and he 
warned me, “The experiment in 
sexual freedom is over, move away 
or die.” When I asked him repeat¬ 
edly how we were all to die, his 
answer finally came, “There will 
be a disease, a terrible disease!” 
They knew.

It is difficult to look back at 
the past 15 years of the HIV crisis 
without feeling a deep and over¬ 
whelming sense of disappoint¬ 
ment, loss, and anger. Because 
our government chose not to act 
with integrity and compassion 
early in the fight against HIV, 
thousands upon thousands of 
lives have been lost needlessly. 
And the suffering continues 
today, as does the government ne¬ 
glect. In recent months, new gains 
in the treatment of HIV, particu¬ 
larly the emergence and approval 
of protease inhibitors, have raised 
new hopes for slowing the pro¬ 
gression of HIV and extending 
the lives of people with 
HIV/AIDS. Such progress and 
hope, however, will mean nothing 
if adequate government funding 
is not available for programs such 
as the Ryan White CARE Act, 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program, 
and Medicaid, all of which pro¬ 
vide critical financial support for 
HIV medical care and therapies. 
Currently, HIV care, prevention, 
and research programs are ex¬ 
tremely vulnerable to the budget¬ 
cutting axes in Washington D.C.

My biggest fear today about 
A.I.D.S./G.R.I.D. is that we will 
one day look back on the past 15

might get the proper hearing.” 

Zingale admits that Clinton’s 
statements have “hurt us a lot.” 
Most of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity’s strongest allies in the 
Senate are his supporters. “So 
when you have Bill Clinton come 
out and say essentially, ‘I want this 
bill; send it to me so I can sign it,’ 
it makes it very difficult to per¬ 
suade those folks to go to extraor¬ 
dinary measures.” 

He is urging Senator John 
Kerry (D-Massachusetts) to take 
the lead on this issue, “to further 
distinguish himself from Gover¬ 
nor [William] Weld,” the popular 
pro-gay Republican who is chal¬ 
lenging Kerry for the Senate seat. 

President Clinton’s announce¬ 


ment that he would sign DoMA if 
it reached his desk continues to 
have repercussions across the na¬ 
tion. Almost immediately the 
HRC’s host committee in San 
Francisco disinvited White House 
aide George Stephanopoulos as 
keynote speaker to their June 15 
fundraising dinner. 

In Seattle, Tina Podlodowski, a 
lesbian member of the city coun¬ 
cil, resigned as Washington state 
co-chair of Clinton’s re-election 
campaign. She told the New York 
Times, “I knew he disagreed with 
me, I can accept that. But he did¬ 
n’t have to stick his finger in my 
eye.” 

The White House and the De¬ 
mocratic National Committee 
continue to receive negative 
phone calls. Some of the anger is 
also directed against HRC for its 
continued support of Clinton, 


whom the group endorsed for re- 
election in February. 

The National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF) has been 
evenhanded in its criticism. It 
lambasted Republican support of 
DoMA, which “manipulates and 
exploits people’s fears and igno¬ 
rance about gay people and gay 
families.” It also deplored Clin¬ 
ton’s position, which has “given 
support and momentum to the 
efforts and agenda” of right-wing 
extremists. 

NGLTF field organizer Tracey 
Conaty is urging the community 
“to crank up the volume” to your 
elected officials. The Task Force 
has a hotline (1-800-651-1482), 
where for a total of $9.95 you can 
send telegrams to your congress¬ 
man, both senators, and the pres¬ 
ident, urging them to oppose 
DoMA. ▼

Waste not, die not

H j| ore and more people with 
AIDS are beginning to re- 
1W i alize what some activists 
and more aggressive HIV-doctors 
have been saying for years: un¬ 
wanted weight loss (wasting) is 
not an inevitable consequence of 
AIDS. Many PWAs with even seri¬ 
ous weight loss can regain and 
maintain a near normal weight 
and have a good quality of life 
with effective treatment. 

Wasting generally is defined as 
an unwanted weight loss often ex¬ 
perienced by people with HIV in¬ 
fection. It can be gradual, pro¬ 
gressive, and unstoppable without 
treatment. But with effective 
treatment, people who are wast¬ 
ing can regain and maintain their 
normal weight and have a good 
quality of life, possibly indefinite¬ 
ly. Yet, wasting remains a leading 
cause of death to people with 
AIDS even though it is becoming 
clear that many wasting deaths 
were and are preventable with 
long-available drugs. 

PWAs can experience two dif¬ 
ferent types of unwanted weight 
loss: rapid and extreme weight 
loss, which is often associated 
with opportunistic infections, and 
long-term gradual weight loss 
that resists efforts to treat it with 
attention to diet. PWAs often find 
that when weight is lost due to 
opportunistic infections, it is very 
difficult to put back on. For this 
reason, both types of weight loss 


require aggressive treatment. 

Treatments for wasting gener¬ 
ally fall into three categories: nu¬ 
tritional and exercise counseling; 
treatments primarily designed to 
stimulate appetite, such as mari¬ 
juana, marinol, or megace; and 
hormonal treatments designed to 
build lean body mass. A fourth 
type of treatment, thalidomide, is 
thought to interfere with and pre¬ 
vent the metabolic dysfunction 
that can lead to wasting and is re¬ 
ported effective for some people. 

Members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate know from happy expe¬ 
rience that hormonal 
treatment for wasting 
can be an absolute ( 
life-saver. ACT 
UP/Golden Gate mem¬ 
ber Jeff Getty, well- 
known recipient of the ba¬ 
boon bone marrow trans¬ 
plant, attributes his 
survival to receiving 
hormonal treatments 
for wasting. “About 
two years ago, I realized, after nu¬ 
merous comments from friends 
about me looking thin, that I was 
starting to waste,” reports Getty. “I 
had been really careful about my 
nutrition, was taking vitamins, 
eating well, being very careful 
about opportunistic infections, 
but still was losing weight.” Getty 
began taking recombinant 
Human Growth Hormone, one 
hormonal treatment for wasting, 
and began seeing results. Without 
hormonal treatment for wasting, 
Getty reports, “I wouldn’t have 
been around to do the transplant 
- I’d be long dead.” 


While use of nutritional ther¬ 
apy and appetite stimulants is 
non-controversial among doctors, 
many doctors are very reluctant to 
prescribe aggressive hormonal 
treatments for wasting. Activists 
who have studied wasting treat¬ 
ments are skeptical of the benefits 
of appetite stimulating treat¬ 
ments, because there is evidence 
that much of the weight gained is 
fat and water weight and Megace 
in particular seems to interfere 
with normal male hormonal 
functioning. 

One reason for doctors’ reluc¬ 
tance to prescribe hormonal 
therapy is that effective 
drugs for wasting often 
are some of the same 
drugs used by athletes 
and bodybuilders for 
the last several decades 
to increase strength and 
muscle mass. This is 
quite natural, as ath¬ 
letes use these drugs 
exactly because they 
are highly effective at increasing 
lean body composition, and these 
drugs as a class have been unfair¬ 
ly demonized in the “war against 
drugs.” While excessive use of 
steroids is not recommended for 
PWAs because there is evidence it 
suppresses the immune system 
and can increase viral load, med¬ 
ical use of steroids seems indicat¬ 
ed for PWAs who have wasting 
that does not quickly respond to 
other treatments. Some steroids 
legally available by prescription, 
such as nandralone and oxan- 
drolone, have been safely and ef¬ 
fectively used to ward off wasting

The reluctance of doctors to 
prescribe steroids or hormones 
when indicated for PWAs with 
wasting seems to be lifting in areas 
with more advanced AIDS care, 
like San Francisco. A relatively 
large number of HIV-specialist 
doctors in that city are using re¬ 
combinant human growth hor¬ 
mone, testosterone, or legally pre¬ 
scribable steroids to treat wasting. 
None of the drugs are strictly FDA 
approved yet for treating HIV-re¬ 
lated wasting, but they are avail¬ 
able and legal for doctors to use 


take advantage of newly available 
anti-viral treatments. “I was se¬ 
verely wasted two years ago, with 
very low T-cells,” reports Matthew 
Sharp, an ACT UP member and 
director of the Healing Alterna¬ 
tives Foundation. “Growth hor¬ 
mone, diet, and weight training 
reversed my wasting and allowed 
me to regain my health within just 
a month or two and now I’ve sur¬ 
vived long enough to start Crixi- 
van six months ago. I feel better 
today than I have in several years. 
My immune system is back were 
it was in 1991, and with my T-cells 
on the rise, I’ve noticed minor

off-label to treat wasting due to 
chronic infection such as HIV. 

Another roadblock that wast¬ 
ing PWAs encounter is the “wait 
and see” approach adopted by 
many doctors (particularly at 
HMOs). Sometimes it seems that 
doctors believe their patients just 
aren’t “trying hard enough” to put 
weight back on. Doctors often 
delay beginning or switching 
treatments for weeks on end while 
urging their patients to eat more. 

This strategy is doomed to fail 
in patients experiencing chronic 
wasting and may place patients at 
unnecessary risk from extended 
periods with reduced weight. Ef¬ 
fective wasting treatment shows 
results quickly, with many pa¬ 
tients reporting weight gains to 
near normal in 2-4 weeks and re¬ 
porting weight gains during the 
first two weeks of therapy of up to 
1/2 pound per day. 

A Final reason that both pa¬ 
tient and doctors are reluctant to 
acknowledge and treat AIDS asso¬ 
ciated weightloss is that wasting is 
presumed by many people to be 
an “end-stage” AIDS condition, 
with a hopeless outcome. Un¬ 
treated, it certainly is. People who 
lose and don’t regain around 5% 
of their ideal body weight have a 
poorer chance of doing well when 
any other challenges to their 
health come along, and people 
with more than 30% body weight 
loss are at an extremely high risk 
of dying from wasting itself. 

Treated, however, people who 
were experiencing even serious 
wasting two years ago are alive 
now, with a good quality of life, 
and have survived long enough to 


AIDS symptoms like warts, fungal 
infections, and chronic fever, have 
disappeared. 

Patients who think they may 
be losing weight or who know 
they are wasting need to carefully 
check for opportunistic infections 
that can cause weight loss such as 
MAC or intestinal parasites or 
cancer. They also should meet 
with a nutritionist and evaluate 
their food intake, exercise, and use 
of vitamins. Finally, and most im¬ 
portantly, they should talk with 
their doctor about their doctor’s 
willingness to use effective hor¬ 
mone or steroid therapy v if 
changes in diet do not produce 
desired results in a short time 
(like 3-4 weeks). Patients should 
resist the tendency for reluctant 
doctors to ask them to just “keep 
trying” to gain weight. Desired 
weight gain should be achievable 
quickly. If no results are seen with 
nutritional therapy or appetite 
stimulants in 3-4 weeks, and if 
OIs (including cancer) are ruled 
out, patients with serious wasting 
should demand hormonal treat¬ 
ment. If their doctor is resistant to 
using effective hormone or 
steroid therapy, patients should 
consider finding a different doc¬ 
tor. ▼ 


There are problems regarding 
price and access to all of the 
available hormonal and steroid 
treatments for wasting that 
must be addressed by PWAs 
and AIDS activists and that will 
be addressed in future articles 
and actions by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate.

In addition, Universal 
Spada became a prototype for other 
companies by donating a percentage of 
profits back to the community.

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Viral load test 
approved, 
offered free!

T he makers of a viral load 
test approved by U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
Monday, June 3 has offered free 
baseline tests to any HIV-infected 
person in the United States. 

The Amplicor HIV-1 Monitor 
Test is the first approved test to 
measure the amount of virus in 
the blood, a level that many doc¬ 
tors now believe gives the best 
prediction of how fast the disease 
will progress. The makers, Roche 
Molecular Systems of Branch- 
burg, N.J., offered to test HIV- 


tion relied most heavily on other 
measures of disease progression, 
such as the levels of the immune 
system’s CD4 T cells. However, 
during the past year, scientific pa¬ 
pers and presentations at confer¬ 
ences have suggested that the ac¬ 
tual level of virus in someone’s 
blood gives a better hint of how 
sick that person is about to be. 

Dr. Scott Hammer, who 
worked on AIDS clinical trials in 
Boston at Deaconess Hospital and 
Harvard Medical School, said, 
“Clinical research continues to 
support using viral load as a key 
indicator in assessing the progres¬ 
sion of HIV disease.” 

A company statement predict-

positive people free for 60 days, 
starting June 17. 

The Amplicor will be the first 
to use PCR technology, made fa¬ 
mous in the O.J. Simpson trial, for 
monitoring the health of people 
infected with HIV, the AIDS virus. 
Other HIV tests do not check the 
viral level directly, but measure 
the antibodies that a person’s im¬ 
mune system produces in re¬ 
sponse to infection. 

“By amplifying genetic mater¬ 
ial from HIV-1, the virus that 
causes most U.S. AIDS cases, the 
test can measure the amount of 
virus in the blood more precisely 
than other approved technolo¬ 
gies,” said an FDA statement 
about Amplicor. 

The FDA approved the Am¬ 
plicor test for checking the pro¬ 
gression of the disease, not for 
first-line screening for the virus 
nor for confirming infection. 

Until a year or two ago, doc¬ 
tors monitoring a patient’s condi- 


ed that the test will help people de¬ 
cide whether their drugs are still 
stomping the virus or whether the 
time has come to switch. 

The best way to use the test re¬ 
sults remains an open question. 
The FDA has demanded as a con¬ 
dition of approval that the test 
company study how doctors use 
the results. 

David Barr, director of treat¬ 
ment education from Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis in New York, wel¬ 
comed the FDA decision. “It’s 
going to mean that health insur¬ 
ance and Medicaid programs will 
be covering this - the approval 
opens the door.” Insurance cover¬ 
age for the test, which so far has 
cost about $150 to $200, Barr said, 
will mean access for “many, many 
more people.” T

In loving memory of my best friend, companion, and lover of just over eight years that we 
had together, Dave Seibert. 

A gentle, loving, and caring soul who came into my life when I needed him most.This 
remarkable man seldom asked much of anyone else, but he never hesitated to give when 
and where he felt the need the greatest. He obtained his Masters in Social Work in 1980 
from Florida State University. He was a rabid Seminole "Nole" fan and even turned me into 
one. Even before that remarkable achievement, he was involved in the fight for gay rights 
in Florida, being one of the many that took on Anita Bryant. From that he went on to help 
organize and setup the Alliance For Gay awareness in Florida which resulted in the first 
state wide conference. Dave served as chair and liaison between the gay/lesbian commu¬ 
nity and the university. 

After obtaining his masters, he moved to New York City in 1981, where he became very 
active in GMSMA as a volunteer furthering the gay rights movement. He was instrumental 
in helping to set up the Gay Men's Health Crisis, which in part due to his skills, he coun¬ 
seled the first person with AIDS served by GMHC (although back then it was called GRIDS). 
He also organized and began training crisis intervention groups as well as the people who 
did individual counseling. For a time while in NYC, he also worked as the office manager 
and provided education and counseling at the St Mark's Clinic. 

He left New York City for personal reasons in 1986, and found himself in Chicago. In 
Chicago he went to work at the Cook County Hospital. There he started the first full 
time AIDS education program at Chicago's only public hospital. He personally provided 
AIDS education, counseling, and antibody testing counseling to over 1000 persons. He set 
up and trained as well as supervised a staff of over 13 AIDS educators/ counselors. He 
developed systems for providing the education, testing, and keeping confidential records. 
Dave also knew how to write grant proposals and was instrumental in obtaining much need¬ 
ed city, state, and federal funds. Dave also authored two poster presentations for the 
FOURTH INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE ON AIDS (STOCKHOLM) and the FIFTH INTERNA¬ 
TIONAL Conference on AIDS (Montreal). While doing all that he still found time for the 
Chicago Hellfire Club and Windy City Bondage Club. 

Then I came into his life. I wish I could say it was love at first sight, but actually more like 
second day. (I was told later from the moment he spotted me, his sights were fixed.) At first, 
it was a long distance relationship, with me in San Francisco, and Dave in Chicago. Then 
after one tearful farewell at SFO, he looked at me and said "I will not do this again." He had 
decided to move here, as he was fond of saying my work here (Chicago) is finished, it's time 
for a new challenge (or as his close friends would say, San Francisco is the last place you 
can live and not have either a car or driver's license as he had neither, which as I reflect on 
it, was a good thing in the interest of public safety). Dave took a sabbatical of about 8 
months which allowed our relationship to cement and grow. He then resumed his fight 
against AIDS. 

Dave found employment at Kaiser Permanente Medical Center in San Francisco 
doing what he liked best, organizing volunteers, giving counseling with testing, and some off 
ward in patient work. After a little over three years of work, Dave had to give up the work he 
so loved as the caregiver.

Dave is survived by Paul Click his lover of 8 years, his parents Elmer & Vera, one broth¬ 
er and two sisters all of them except one reside now in Florida, and lastly our three cats, 
Raza, Bruno, and Honey (Honey was my Valentine's Day Gift this year, he picked her out 
but I have to wonder for whom?). 

I feel as though my anchor has been cut, casting me adrift, but not before he had given 
me the skills and knowledge to find my way. Once again, he put someone else ahead of his 
own needs. I shall treasure all our memories, from our journey together.

Dave, my love, I will never forget you or our journey together, I miss you, God knows how I 
miss you and remember, always remember, I will always treasure and love you.

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State-sponsored snake oil

S elling phony cures for AIDS 
- selling hope, really - is a 
pretty low activity. Now, in 
addition to numerous freelancers, 
we have a state-sponsored snake 
oil: Kenya’s Pearl Omega formula. 
Its producer, Dr. Arthur Obel, 
claims that “some patients actu¬ 
ally tested negative after the treat¬ 
ment.” But it has been denounced 
by both the local PWAs, who ac¬ 
cuse him of fleecing and have 


sued to stop distribution, and the 
Health Ministry, which recently 
banned it. 

In many countries getting 
banned by the Health Ministry 
might be bad for business. Not so 
in Kenya. When dictator Daniel 
Arap Moi saw the big bucks Obel 
was raking in at his clinic, he took 
it over and made the clinic part of 
“the Office of the President,” sub¬ 
ject to his personal control. “They 
took over the distribution, the 
selling, the marketing,” Obel has 
commented, perhaps ruefully. 


Some say Moi is building up a 
slush fund. Everyone knows he’s 
making a mint off it, at $545 for a 
30-day treatment ($5,000 for for¬ 
eigners). So the Health Ministry 
can piss off, for all Moi cares. He 
needs the cash. His dictatorship 
has become increasingly unpopu¬ 
lar, particularly his propensity to 
spend on showy toys to the detri¬ 
ment of roads, hospitals, etc. It 
was this weakness that prompted 
him to create an international 
scene by banning a gay group at a 
conference. 

The resulting furor of homo¬ 
phobia, with Moi denouncing ho¬ 
mosexuality as an un-African, 
Western influence, did wonders 
for distracting Kenya from its 
simmering anger at the dictator. 

Dr. Obel also uses a smoke 
screen of Afrocentrism to pro¬ 
mote his snake oil. He claims it’s 
made from a rare tropical plant he 
learned about from his grandfa¬ 
ther, a traditional healer from 
western Kenya. He is also quick to 
mention that he comes from a 
long line of such healers, although 
he also trained in Western medi¬ 
cine. This hint of witch-doctor in¬ 
fluence has great appeal to the 
Kenyan audience, which has tra¬ 
ditionally mistrusted Western 
medicine. 

And in the case of AIDS, such 
doubts are particularly plausible. 
After all, if Western medicine 
doesn’t do much and traditional 
medicine doesn’t do much, you 
may as well stick with the devil 
you know, particularly since tra¬ 
ditional medicine is so much 
cheaper.

One wonders what Pea*. 
Omega was used for besides 
AIDS. I mean, if grandpa made a 
note of it, he must have had it in 
mind for some particular use. 
And how long did Obel sit on this 
cure until it occurred to 
him it was a cure? 

These questions 
are likely to remain 
unanswered, as are 
more pragmatic ones 
like T-cell counts and 
viral load results, 
things that 
would indicate 
to an objective 
observer 
whether it’s actu¬ 
ally doing anything. Obel has only 
said “more research needs to be 
done” and claims that several pa¬ 
tients have turned seronegative - 
the classic line of the AIDS char¬ 
latan. 

Ride the gravy train 

The discouraging thing is the 
number of willing suckers who 
line up to be fleeced. Kenya has a 
lot of AIDS - one in 26 of the pop¬ 
ulation is believed to be HIV-pos- 
itive - and not much available in 
the way of treatments. Poor peas¬ 
ants are trekking miles into Nairo¬ 
bi and spending their life’s savings 
for Obel’s cure, which at $545 just 
about equals the average Kenyan 



annual income. And what’s more, 
they thank him as he fleeces them, 
hailing him as a savior. I wonder if 
that’s one of the draws that keeps 
Obel in this slimy game - that plus 
the money, of course. 

Pearl Omega itself is de¬ 
scribed as “a milky 
brown concoction 
... in a wine bottle 
with a screw-off 
cap.” Using the 
same distinction 
used by U.S. vitamin 
producers to 
ward off FDA 
supervision, 
Obel claims that 
his compound is 
strictly a herbal preparation and, 
therefore, not a drug and not sub¬ 
ject to regulation. Although the 
local medical establishment be¬ 
lieves that Obel is a fraud, they are 
powerless to stop him while he 
operates under the aegis of Moi. 

But the customers are, after all, 
entirely voluntary. If they wish to 
choose Obel’s cure, isn’t that their 
right? Why should they choose to 
believe the Western medical types 
and not the traditional healer, 
who after all comes from a long 
line of healers? Plenty of PWAs 
here in the U.S. eschew tradition¬ 
al medicine and modern pharma¬ 
cology, preferring holistic treat-

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Compassionate release bill 
easily passes in Assembly

ssembly Bill 3093, the com¬ 
passionate release bill for 
terminally ill prisoners, in¬ 
cluding those with HIV/AIDS, 
overwhelmingly passed the state 
Assembly 62 to 6 with strong bi¬ 
partisan support shortly after 
midnight on May 31. 

The bill, sponsored by Assem¬ 
blyman Antonio Villaraigosa, (D- 
Los Angeles), now goes to the 
state Senate’s Criminal Proce¬ 
dures Committee. 

Speaking for the compassion¬ 
ate release bill on the floor of the 
Assembly, Villaraigosa urged his 
colleagues to support a bill that is 
both “humane and fiscally smart.” 
Villaraigosa pointed out that 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are wasted each year to incarcer¬ 
ate dying prisoners who are no 


longer a danger to the communi¬ 
ty- 

“My bill, AB 3093, would en¬ 
sure that terminally ill and physi¬ 
cally incapacitated prisoners are 
released in a timely fashion back 
into the community,” Villaraigosa 
said. 

Assemblyman Larry Bowler 
(R-Elk Grove) challenged other 
lawmakers to make a strong bi¬ 
partisan show of support for AB 
3093. He noted that the Califor¬ 
nia Correctional Peace Officers 
Association had recently decided 
to support the legislation. 

A “Floor Alert” issued by the 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Project 
noted that the cost of incarcerat¬ 
ing terminally ill prisoners is up¬ 
wards of $75,000 per year. Daily 
trips to the outside hospital for 
prisoners cost approximately 
$4,000 per day. 

Health care costs of released 


prisoners would be shared among 
the federal, state, and local govern¬ 
ments. Some costs would even be 
picked up by private nonprofit 
agencies, according to the floor 
alert. 

Judy Greenspan, director of 
the HIV/AIDS in Prison Project 
of Catholic Charities, said that AB 
3093 is probably the only humane 
and pro-prisoner piece of legisla¬ 
tion to pass the state Assembly 
this legislative term. 

Some of the organizations 
supporting the bill include: the 
California Catholic Conference of 
Bishops; AIDS Project/Los Ange¬ 
les; the California Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, Women Organized to Re¬ 
spond to Life-threatening Dis¬ 
eases (WORLD); Catholic Chari¬ 
ties of California; the California 
Correctional Peace Officers Asso¬ 
ciation; Women’s AIDS Network; 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda- 



Protest set for Saturday at 
women’s prison in Chowchilla

A demonstration will be held 
in front of Valley State 
Prison for Women in 
Chowchilla Saturday, June 8, to 
demand healthcare for women 
prisoners. 

“Stop the Murder of Women 
Prisoners, Health Care is a Right” 
will be the first protest held at the 
gates of Valley State Prison, which 
officially opened in May 1995. 

Organized by the California 
Coalition for Women Prisoners, 
the event will include a rally and 
speakers from women’s groups, 
community-based organizations, 
and former prisoners. They will 
focus on the poor medical care 
and lack of support services for 
women inmates at both Valley 
State Prison and the prison across 
the street from it, the Central Cal¬ 
ifornia Women’s Facility. 

According to Judy Greenspan, 
director of the HIV/AIDS in 
Prison Project of Catholic Chari¬ 
ties, women inside Valley State 
Prison have been trying to start a 
peer education group for several 
months. 

“Their proposal has been ig-

nored by Warden Kuykendall and

“It seems that the prison ad¬ 
ministration is ignoring serious 
medical complaints and con¬ 
cerns,” Shain said. “We have also 
learned about the abusive and hu¬ 
miliating conditions that exist for 
women in the Security Housing 
Unit (SHU) there.” 

Saturday’s demonstration will 
also urge that the SHU be shut 
down, in addition to supporting 
the women prisoners’ proposal 
for HIV peer education.

The controversial measure by 
Republican Assemblyman Steve 
Baldwin of El Cajon was amended 
to exclude high school students 
through the efforts of San Fran¬ 
cisco Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden. 

“One in four new HIV infec¬ 
tions are among young people 
under the age of 20. Denying stu¬ 
dents access to AIDS education 
will lead to increased risk of ex¬ 
posure and put our next genera¬ 
tion of youth at severe risk,” 
Migden said. 

Independent San Francisco 
Assemblyman Quentin Kopp co¬ 
authored the measure, which has 
been denounced by AIDS experts 
and educators.

There are just too many holes 
in Obel’s story. If he really has 
found a cure, it’s his duty to share 
it with the other millions of PWAs 
around the world. If this mar¬ 
velous herb can be cultivated, 
enough could be produced to cure 
AIDS. Obel could claim a per¬ 
centage of the total take. Of 
course, this would require Obel to 
release the “secret” and allow 
Western medicos to test it on their 
own. There’s no way Obel is going 
to risk that. He’ll just ride this 
gravy train until it finally hits the 
end of the track and his “cure” is 
acknowledged as worthless. 

Self-deluded? 

Does it matter whether or not 
Obel actually believes his cure 
works? He seems sincere, but his 
product comes with all the hall¬ 
marks of a scam, everything from 
a “secret” formula, to claims of 
seronegativity, to price gouging. 
Still, people often manage to de¬ 
lude themselves, the doctors no 
less than the suckers. He may well 
believe that he’s found a cure; he 
may have gotten sucked into his 
own PR campaign and believe 
that everyone in the medical es¬ 
tablishment is against him. He 
may have become enamored of 
playing the role of “savior” - that’s 
definitely the case with many al¬ 
ternative treatment promoters 
here. Sure, he’s gouging, but isn’t 
he entitled to make something off 
such a fantastic discovery? 

The answer is a qualified yes - 
he’s entitled to make something off 
this, but only if it works. The 
added dimension of state sponsor¬ 
ship of his snake oil makes Obel’s 
potion particularly pernicious. It’s 
as though President Clinton set up 
a Kemron clinic in the White 
House and started to sell it, ignor¬ 
ing protests from the FDA. 

(Kemron, by the way, is anoth¬ 
er drug that has been promoted 
by emotional appeals to Afrocen- 
trism. The failure of the drug to 
produce any effect when studied 
by Western medicos, despite 
miraculous claims from studies in 
Africa, has led to skepticism. But 
it has been particularly popular in 
the black community on the East 
Coast, where promoters dismiss 
such doubts by claiming Eurocen¬ 
tric prejudice against research 
done in Africa. In fact, several mil¬ 
lion dollars has just been appro- 


delivered a 30-minute sermon at 
the Metropolitan Community 
Church. At both appearances he 
went to great lengths to try to put 
past controversies - including his 
initial support for former Human 
Rights Commissioner Reverend 
Eugene Lumpkin, who was fired 
for making homophobic remarks 
- behind him. 

Brown observed that he later 
distanced himself from Lumpkin, 
and said, “I’d hope that’s enough 
to allay anyone’s fears that I’m ho¬ 
mophobic.

priated for a large trial of Kemron, 
over the protests of the FDA and 
fueled by hints of reverse racism.) 

The best hope for the end of 
the Pearl Omega saga is that Moi 
gets overthrown soon, but this is 
pretty unlikely. Eventually people 
will notice that it doesn’t work 
and it will fade. Of course, this 
may take a while if there’s nothing 
else to replace it. This, ultimately, 
is the source of all AIDS-charla- 
tanry: that there’s no real cure to 
compete with the phonies, and 
this is particularly true in the 
Third World where antivirals are 
too expensive for mass use. 

In the face of a truly effective 
treatment, all these scams would 
shrivel up and blow away. Alas, 
such treatment isn’t available yet, 
at least not at affordable prices, 
and so we’ll have to put up with 
things like Pearl Omega for some 
time to come. ▼

Sal mineo bares almost all in Who Killed Teddy Bear?

T his week, the Castro Theatre dives into the trash can of 
forgotten B-movies, emerging with 1965’s Who Killed 
Teddy Bear?, starring Sal Mineo. It’s rare when any work 
of art can be described using only one adjective, but in 
this case, lurid says it all. Filmed in moody black-and-white, 
Teddy Bear is described as an “exploitation movie” and, in this 
case, it is human neuroses, obsessions, and perversions which 
are blatantly exploited. As most San Franciscans will immedi¬ 
ately understand, this makes Teddy Bear perfect for a one-week 
run at the Castro. 

The action of the film revolves around a pre-disco era 
restaurant/dance bar managed by tough-talking Marian Free¬ 
man, played by Elaine Stritch. Juliet Prowse plays the club dee- 
jay, Norah Dain, who sublets a Manhattan apartment while 


looking for her big break on Broadway; and the petite yet 
buffed Sal Mineo assays the role of Larry Sherman, a waiter in 
the club. When Norah starts getting obscene phone calls, De¬ 
tective Dave Madden (Jan Murray) is called in to investigate. 
We soon learn that ever since his wife was brutally murdered 
by an unidentified sicko, Detective Madden has become a self- 
educated, self-defined expert in sexual perversion. 

Director Joseph Cates opens the film with an obscene 
phone call made by an unidentified stud-muffin in Jockey 
shorts, who fondles his semi-naked torso compulsively (guess 
who?). This scene is augmented by a flashback sequence that 
portrays an adult sexual liaison witnessed by a young girl who 
subsequently falls down a flight of stairs and loses her teddy 
bear as she flees the scene. The screenplay, by Leon Tokatyan 
and Arnold Drake, slowly unfolds a Disneyland of sexual dys¬ 
function, focusing on porn magazines, peep shows, sexual ob-

Tame certainly 
describes the other 
offending photos, one showing 
two boys — fully clothed — kiss¬ 
ing, and another featuring three 
scantily clad studs at the Folsom 
Street Fair. No dicks, no tits, no 


terializing as coffee and muffins 
was inauspicious. 

The absence of any showbiz- 
nesslike glamour, electricity or ur¬ 
gency emanating from co-direc- 
tors Michael Lumpkin and 
Jennifer Morris was 
offset by a question 
down front in the 
folding chairs. Rel¬ 
ishing her baked 
good, Your Devot¬ 
ed Snoop missed the 
particulars but 
grasped the concept 
“parity.” As in: 
equal cinematic 
representation for 
girls and boys — 
not! Why not? was the gist of 
Kathleen Wilkinson’s query. 

Limply, Lumpkin said he did¬ 
n’t count films, before chivalrous¬ 
ly passing the mike to the perox- 
ided Ms. Morris, who kept talking 
until one of them offered the 
queer koan, “What is a lesbian 


film?” If you had to ask .... 

The provocative interlocutor 
went on to wonder aloud why the 
first draft of the press hand-out 
condensing the festival’s history 
had erased significant lesbian 
contributions. Looking more 
bored than annoyed, Lumpkin 
briskly attributed blame to a 
Third Party. 

Looking through the catalogue 
and doing some counting of our 
own, we realized that three out of 
ten films touted as lesbian features 
were directed by men. That’s 
when parity starts to sound like 
parody. 

Enterprising gal 

You have to take your hat off to 
Jenni Olson. The ever-busy for¬ 
mer co-director of the SF Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival and current 
director of popcornQ, a lesbian and 
gay website affiliated with Planet 
Out, has just published a book, The

“Why did you decide to make a 
film about a black gay serial killer?” 
B.A.RJs Brandon Judell asked the 
filmmaker last year upon the film’s 
release in New York. 

“What is another film with a 
gay black serial killer?” Denis shot 
back. “Where are all those films?” 

Denis went on to explain that 
her interest in Thierry Paulin 
(“Camille”), who died of AIDS in 
prison in 1988, wasn’t lurid. “I was 
struck by Paulin’s journey 
through life,” the filmmaker said. 
“French society does not usually 
produce killers, and Paulin stood 
out as an exception. We had a 
negative image of him from start 
to finish. He’d been a character on 
the fringe of society since his 
childhood — black, homosexual, 
with his drug deals, murders, and, 
finally, AIDS. I was intrigued by 
this ‘monster,’ which is how the 
Paris press referred to him. At the 
same time, the man, the person, 
remained totally mysterious. That 
is what fascinated me.” 

The girl gets around 

She may have moved to New 
York City to seek fame and for¬ 
tune, but when that girl blows 
back into town every now and 
then for a little visit, it’s like she 
never left. We’re talking, of course, 
about the ever-fabulous Justin 
Bond, who seems to have emceed 
or performed at practically every 
queer event this city has offered 
up over the past three weeks. The 
Sylvia Miles tribute at the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre, a Club Jesus event, 
Tranny-shack, Sissybar, Wigstock 
West, the list goes on. And even 
when she’s not on stage, she’s still 
there, having been spotted at sev¬ 
eral recent SF rock shows, includ- 


Bond’s immense talent? Maybe 
not, which would explain why she 
keeps popping up back here. 

Strawberries and 
censorship 

While we’re on the subject of 
Ms. Bond, she is one of the rea¬ 
sons photographer Rick Gerhar¬ 
ter’s photo exhibit, Homo Foto 
San Francisco, a selection of im¬ 
ages of SF’s queer community, 
was pulled without warning from 
the walls of Havana’s Cine Yara 
Gallery earlier this month. The of¬ 
fending pic showed Ms. Bond 
closely inspecting the meat at an 
early ’90s Miss Uranus Contest. 
Hooooooow shocking. 

Gerharter was distressed by the 


pudenda. If this is scandalous, 
what, pray tell, is Robert Map¬ 
plethorpe? 

The ironic thing, according to 
Gerharter, is that Cine Yara 
Gallery is in the same complex as 
the theatre where Thomas Alea’s 
film Strawberries and Chocolate, 
about a gay teacher’s coming to 
terms with his homosexuality in 
Cuba, played to capacity crowds 
for months and broke box-office 
records.

Strike a pose 

catwalk stays on the surface

||J| ith the release of catwalk, 
^ ' f| f directors Robert Leacock 
W m and Milton Moses Gins¬ 
berg throw yet another log on the 
bonfire of vanities known as haute 
couture. In this instance, their 
documentary cameras follow 
model Christy Turlington as she 
works her way through a series of 
fashion shows in Milan, Paris, and 
New York. The result is an engag¬ 
ing but unfulfilling journey across 
terrain already charted by others. 

Turlington, a Bay Area native, 
comes across as pleasant, down- 
to-earth, and hardworking. 
Whether stalking down the run¬ 
way in full face or posing for pho¬ 
tographers on location, Turling¬ 
ton’s world-class beauty is unde¬ 
niable. Her looks are patrician 
and serene, with a slightly 
Eurasian exoticism that lifts her 
above the merely attractive and 
into the ranks of supermodels. 
Accompanying Turlington, we 
find the usual suspects: Naomi 
Campbell, Kate Moss, Claudia 
Schiffer, Cindy Crawford, and de¬ 
signers like Giorgio Armani, John 
Galliano, Jean-Paul Gaultier, Gi¬ 
anni Versace, and Karl Lagerfeld. 
A retinue of arch queens applies 
finishing touches to hair and 


make-up, and hangers-on like 
Sandra Bernhard and Jaye David¬ 
son pop up at the predictably “un¬ 
expected” moments. 

The directors have chosen to 
mix black-and-white photography 
with color, employing the former 
when Turlington is not modeling, 
and the latter when she is working 
the runway. This may signify that 
the model’s “real” life is the time 
she spends at her craft, not the 
monochromatic moments that 
take her from fittings to show¬ 
rooms to hotels to discos. The mix¬ 
ture of color with black-and-white 
photography also appeared in 
Douglas Keane’s 1995 fashion doc¬ 
umentary Unzipped, where Keane 
followed designer Isaac Mizrahi 
through the preparation and debut 
of a new collection. But where 
Keane’s work soared beyond the 
limitations of its subject matter to 
explore the nature of the creative 
process, catwalk never manages to 
transcend the glamorous but 
mundane milieu of those who 
strike a pose for a living. 

MTV covers the fashion world 
with the same level of insight as 
catwalk. And films like Unzipped 
and Robert Altman’s Ready to 
Wear have already plumbed the 
rather shallow depths of life on 
the runway. Style is not substance 
and, at least in catwalk, the twain 


do not meet. Yet Isaac Mizrahi 
once again seizes the moment 
with his engaging yenta-like per¬ 
sonality, while John Galliano and 
Sharon Stone add sideshow ele¬ 
ments of their own. Galliano is 
hysterically campy as he shows 
the models how to trot down the 
runway in enormous hoop skirts 
as they pretend they’re being 
chased by a wolf. But Stone, ap¬ 
pearing in a bridal mini-dress for 
the finale of Valentino’s collec¬ 
tion, adds an unexpectedly 
somber note. Before she appears, 
the models are shown putting on 
their make-up and talking about 
how brave Stone’s Basic Instinct 
display was... for a woman of her 
age. Then Stone, thrown in with 
the supermodels, makes her ap¬ 


pearance, looking for all the 
world like the models’ much 
older sister — still beautiful, but a 
bit de trop. 

Fans of fashion television and 
supermodel groupies will have a 
great time at catwalk. Others may 
be less impressed. In passing, it is 
always amusing to watch the 
beautiful get away with inanities 
that would make ordinary hu¬ 
mans appear completely foolish. 
But when catwalk's 95 minutes of 
amusement cease, the pleasantly 
diverted viewer will once again be 
forced to confront the void. ▼

sessions, voyeurism, incest, and 
rampant paranoia. As the plot 
progresses, the audience, too, is 
forced into the role of voyeur, 
watching Juliet Prowse and Sal 
Mineo parade around in their un¬ 
derwear for no discernible reason 
other than audience titillation. 

The dialogue in Teddy Bear 
frequently veers toward camp, al¬ 
though the performances are con¬ 
sistently on target. Elaine Stritch, 
as Marian, is allowed to be tart 
and sassy until the put-upon 
Norah senses that Marian may be 
a lesbian. Then, of course, Marian 
must die. Sexy Sal Mineo broods 
effectively, whether working out 
at the gym or parading around in 
skin-tight sleeveless T-shirts and 
white chinos that silhouette his 
genitals. And Jan Murray, former 
TV game-show host and stand-up 
comic, makes the psycho-sniffing 
Detective Madden almost as 
creepy as the criminals he stalks.

Daniel Travanti (of Hills Street 
Blues fame) makes a brief appear¬ 
ance as the club bouncer, who is 
deaf, and Margot Bennett brings a 
loopy sincerity to her portrayal of 
Edie, the retarded sister of Sal 
Mineo’s character. 

The photography of Joseph 
Brun is first-rate, but director 
Cates betrays uncertainty with his 
assignment (and script) by devot¬ 
ing excessive amounts of time to 
following Mineo and Prowse as 
they walk alone through the 
streets of Manhattan. His camera 
also lingers needlessly on the 
mixed-race crowd as they frug 
their way around the club’s dance 
floor. Is this bi-racial collection as¬ 
sembled as an indication of the 
progressive nature of the club — 
and the times — or is it intended 
as yet another instance of socio- 
sexual depravity? This is only one 
of many questions audience 
members may find themselves 
asking as Teddy Bear's plot un¬ 
folds. 

At least superficially, Cates’ 
film springs from the same ’60s 
well that produced Lady in a Cage 
and Hush, Hush, Sweet Charlotte. 
But for all its camp value, this film 
leaves a curiously disturbing 
residue in its wake. Subjects like 
rape, incest, and sexual obsession 
are dangled before the viewer for 
their entertainment value, with 
much pontification but no serious 
discussion or meaningful insight. 
When any film throws these sub¬ 
jects, and others, into the public 
arena in much the same way Ro¬ 
mans tossed Christians to lions, 
the resultant prurient tone is al¬ 
most inevitable. Yes, in retrospect, 
Teddy Bear is quite a hoot. But it 
should come as no surprise when 
some audience members walk out 
of the Castro Theatre licking their 
chops and giggling, while others 
head straight home for a much- 
needed shower. ▼

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Grand illusions 

I Can't Sleep depicts a world 
of drifters, dreamers and killers

T he opening scene of I Can’t 
Sleep establishes the kind of 
opaque world this film in¬ 
tends to explore. Two pilots are 
shown flying over Paris laughing 
at something the audience 
knows nothing about. Their in¬ 
creasing hysteria is unsettling 
without being even slightly re¬ 
vealing, as if to say we have 
walked in after the punch line. 
This instance of laughter — 
however inscrutable — is rare in 
the work of writer-director 
Claire Denis. Her Paris is as qui¬ 
etly terrifying as the West Africa 
of her 1988 art-house classic 
Chocolat — both are arid, stifling 
zones of psychic collapse, filled 
with rootless, self-deluded char¬ 
acters and an all-pervading, 
lethal malaise. 

I Can’t Sleep , like Chocolat, is 
based on reality. The latter film 
grew out of Denis’ personal ex¬ 
periences growing up white in 
black West Africa. I Can’t Sleep is 
a kind of existential murder mys¬ 
tery based on a true story about a 
black, gay drag queen serial mur¬ 
derer named Thierry Paulin, who 
killed and robbed 20 elderly 
French women in Paris in 1987. 
Denis refashioned Paulin (who 
died in a French prison of AIDS) 
as Camille (Richard Courcet), 
who divides his time between a 
cabaret drag act and walking 
zombie-like through the streets 
of Paris. 

Camille, however, is by no 
means the main show. His story 
is balanced by the more prosaic 
ones of the other major charac¬ 
ters, and his murders — two are 
shown, briefly — are treated as 
mere threads in a larger tapestry 
of alienation. Early in the film we 
see Deiga (Katerina Golubeva), a 
Lithuanian emigre who comes to 
Paris to become an actress, only 
to end up a chambermaid. Com¬ 
pleting this triangle is Camille’s 
brother Theo (Alex Descas), 
whose dream of returning to his 
native Martinique is as unrealis¬ 
tic and unattainable as Deiga’s 
acting ambitions. Throughout 
the film, these three characters 
intersect without ever really con¬ 
necting. 

This lack of connection is one 
of this film’s — and Chocolat’s — 
major motifs: people live in a 
world of self-absorption, 
voyeurism and existential de¬ 
spair. The characters spend an 
inordinate amount of time 
watching each other, misinter¬ 
preting remarks and motives, 
speaking “the wrong language.” 
Deiga can call a policeman “seal 
dick!” because he doesn’t under¬ 
stand her Russian. One of 
Camille’s victims, the owner of 
the hotel in which Deiga works, 
typifies the lack of self-awareness 
of Denis’ characters. A middle- 
aged woman who teaches self-de¬ 
fense, she is completely unaware 
of Camille’s true nature. He 
strings her along for the rent and 
she comments on what “nice 
boys” he and his lover are. Soon 
after, the two lovers knock her 
through a door and strangle her 
with a belt. 

The problem of language, of 
speaking — i.e. reacting to an¬ 
other person — is posed 
throughout, marked in Deiga by 
her inability to speak French, and 


in Camille by his terseness. One 
of the characters refers to this 
specifically, saying he believes 
Camille is “mute.” Occasionally, 
someone rebels against the drea¬ 
ry malaise. Theo’s estranged wife, 
Mina (Irina Grjebina), viciously 
pummels him during an argu¬ 
ment and screams the command 
“Fucking react!” But it barely 
makes an impression on Theo, 
who is completely absorbed in 
his fantasy of emigration to Mar¬ 
tinique, a place he envisions as a 
land of plenty. 

The barbaric treatment of 
blacks in Chocolat reappears here 
in muted form, when a bourgeois 
French housewife tries to rip off 
Theo for some carpentry work 
he’s performed. More subtly, 
Camille’s almost mindless as¬ 
saults on the dowagers — “It’s a 
crazy world,” he says by way of 
explanation — can be read as the 
inevitable outcome of colonial 


oppression. 

Denis’ style in rendering this 
unpleasant material is painterly, 
impressionistic, and above all, 
deceptive. What looks like a dead 
woman — a body with painted 
fingernails and a pillow over the 
face — turns out to be a living 
man, Camille. The illusions here, 
particularly those related to sex¬ 
ual identity, are never quite com¬ 
plete; there’s always a seam show¬ 
ing. During one of Camille’s drag 
acts, he wears long evening gloves 
and a tight black dress, but his 
obviously male nipples are clear¬ 
ly exposed above the dress line, as 
if to remind us that escape — 
even the kind offered by drag — 
is impossible. ▼

David Tuller: My friends really 
characterized me as a spy because 
they were intrigued that I was so 
interested in talking to people 
about their sex lives and their sex¬ 
uality. So to me the biggest secret 
was the degree to which they had 
managed to create these very rich, 
really vibrant lives for themselves 
in relationships that had lasted an 
incredibly long time. That this 
was going on, the extent of it, 
through the worst periods of the 
Soviet era — unnoticed and un¬ 
remarked upon, subterranean — 
was to me quite remarkable. 

Maybe the most valuable thing 
your book does is to debunk the 
idea that gays and lesbians are 
somehow the same the world over 
and that what we American gays 
and lesbians have learned from 
our struggles is applicable to 
other cultures. That said, what do 
you think American queers can 
teach our Russian counterparts 
and vice versa? 

Americans are a messianic people. 
They want to go over and teach 
everything, and they think they 
can do it right. In Russia, they 
want to teach capitalism, how to 
be democrats and how to be 
queer. Some of the things Ameri¬ 
cans can do — Americans do have 
certain organizational abilities. 


They have experience, say, with 
setting up a board of directors, 
fundraising strategies, etc. The 
kinds of things Americans can 
offer that Russians would like is 
practical advice and support, as 
opposed to handing over an ideo¬ 
logical framework that they then 
. expect Russians to follow. 

From them, we can learn to 
have a little more 
humility...when it comes to our 
own cultural prejudices. [To 
admit] that we do have them. 
That we’re not representative of 
the universal norm that every¬ 
body’s supposed to follow. 

What I learned there through 
my experience of falling in love 
with a lesbian was — it’s sort of 
cliche — to go with the flow, to 
respond more in the moment and 
not be so wedded to a particular 
identity or perception of myself 
that I don’t allow other experi¬ 
ences or emotions to filter in. Peo¬ 
ple are contradictory and have 
contradictory impulses. Russians 
don’t seem to feel that every sin¬ 
gle contradiction has to be re¬ 
solved into one unified whole. 

Reading Cracks in the Iron Clos¬ 
et, I couldn't help thinking of the 
maxim "Necessity is the mother 
of invention." The terrific oppres¬ 
sion these people you write about 
have suffered really forced them 
to invent lives for themselves out 
of whole cloth, thereby creating, 
somewhat paradoxically, these 
terrifically strong, albeit small, 
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communities. 

One of the big surprises to me, 
one of the things that I found so 
refreshing, was that these people 
are so resilient. We’ve tended to 
think here of Soviet life as just this 
dreary, gray monolith, and it is, it 
was, in many ways. On a public 
level, it was harsh and horrible, 
but on a private level, people 
found ways to compensate. With 
all their deprivations, they found 
amazing riches in their relation¬ 
ships with each other. 

There are these incredibly 


tie sort of country house that 
many people have ... . That place 
became a metaphor for this kind 
of tight circle that people formed, 
and I fell into one group, but I’m 
sure that every dacha had its own 
configuration, its own intensities 
and its own weirdnesses. 

The Russians you befriended seem 
much less hung up on gender 
roles and defining their sexuality 
than we are. In fact, they seem to 
pretty much accept others for 
whatever they say they are, in¬ 
cluding a man who proclaims 


would deem it a betrayal of les¬ 
bianism to sleep with men, she 
would say, “That’s just like Com¬ 
munism or totalitarianism. That’s 
ridiculous. Why should anybody 
care? I’ll do what I want.” 

They’re very resistant to the 
idea that there should be some 
group telling them tljat there’s a 
group norm that they should be 
fitting themselves into. They don’t 
want to fit themselves into any 
norm because they’re sick of that, 
and since there wasn’t a larger gay 
community telling them what to 
do, they kind of made it up as 



strong ties, and for someone like 
me, it could be a bit claustropho¬ 
bic at times. You just could never 
get out of their sight. Friends were 
constantly calling and wondering 
where you were and why hadn’t 
you been over for dinner and why 
hadn’t you stayed all night. We’re 
not used to that here. In New York 
I would call up friends two weeks 
in advance and make an appoint¬ 
ment to see them for dinner. 
There, people got together on the 
weekend and hung out and got 
drunk, or didn’t, but would sleep 
over. It was like always being in a 
college dorm. 

For me, the friends that I spent 
time with at the dacha — this lit- 


himself a male lesbian. What do 
you think accounts for this 
greater level of tolerance on their 
part? 

Russians were so constantly 
forced into various groups and 
told the rules they were supposed 
to follow that now they basically 
reject someone trying to tell them 
what to do — or another group 
trying to set up an entire ideology. 
They view “a gay community,” in 
the larger sense, in the same way. 

So, for example, when I would 
tell my lesbian friend Ksyusha, 
who didn’t sleep with men a lot 
but did whenever she wanted to, 
that many American lesbians 
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they went along. This guy thought 
he was a lesbian inside. Well, fine. 
This lesbian wanted to sleep with 
three men and a woman at the 
same time. That’s fine, too. 

Cracks in the Iron Closet very hu¬ 
morously examines the Russian 
character and finds that some 
cliches do indeed hold up under 
close scrutiny. Russians generally 
love their vodka, tell tall tales, 
and have a penchant for drama 
and intrigue. If you had to define 
the "typical Russian," what 
would your description be? 

The average Russian certainly 
drinks — a lot. Part of the drink¬ 
ing is because life was so drab and 
dull, and this allowed them to es¬ 
cape that in what they used to call 
an “internal immigration.” But 
part of it is also that there really is 
this kind of Russian mysticism 
and this wanting to have these 
flights of fancy and transcend re¬ 
ality. 

A lot of what we call lying, to 
Russians is just fantasy. People ex¬ 
aggerate and they embellish, but 
there’s an artistry to it and a 
greater truth they’re reaching for. 
The drinking frees them to go 
into that transcendent realm 
where they can indulge their fan¬ 
tasies. Of course, then they have 
hangovers and the fantasies often 
never come to much, because it’s 
Russia. 

At the heart of the book is your 
relationship with Ksyusha, a 
Russian lesbian. This slowly 
evolving romance seems emblem¬ 
atic of your experience there as a

whole, as it compels you to re-ex¬ 
amine many of the former 
"truths" you held so dear. 

Yeah, because basically I was this 
San Francisco homosexual. I lived 
in the Castro. It had been 15 years 
since I’d slept with a woman or 
had any romantic inclinations to¬ 
ward one, even though I had close 
women friends. The fact that this 
kind of feeling took me over was 
really quite a surprise to me, and it 
was rather emblematic of the sur¬ 
prise of what could happen in this 
bizarre, fascinating, wonderful, 
fucked-up country. 

We sort of have a relationship 
like the Boston marriages of the 


19th century. We have a very pas¬ 
sionate, nonsexual romance. I love 
her, and she loves me. When we 
get together, there’s this undeni¬ 
able intensity. Once again, I’ve al¬ 
ways had close relationships with 
women, so it wasn’t that. There 
was an added dimension to it — 
sensual as opposed to explicitly 
sexual, but definitely not devoid 
of certain bodily yearnings. 

I still go back and I see her, and 
I have all these feelings. They 
haven’t lessened or gone away. I 
think I hadn’t realized that I still 
had the capacity to feel that [for a 
woman], and it’s not like I want to 
go out and call myself bisexual and 
have affairs with women. It’s not 
that. It’s putting myself in that sit¬ 
uation and letting myself have this 
set of feelings that I had long ago 
left behind.

Whitfield / McNight charm in new shows

F ormer San Franciscans and 
current cabaret wonders 
Weslia Whitfield and 
Sharon McNight are back in town 
with two wonderful new shows. 
Whitfield is assaying the work of 
composer Harold Arlen at the 
New Orleans Room in the Fair¬ 
mont and McNight is turning her 
prodigious talents to the songs of 
Sophie Tucker at the Plush Room 
in the York Hotel. 

There isn’t much about Whit¬ 
field that hasn’t already been said: 
she has an unmatched vocal puri¬ 
ty grounded in fine interpretive 
skills. In the rich world of cabaret, 
Whitfield is the gold standard, 
and anytime she returns to the 
City is reason to rejoice. In her 
Fairmont show, the singer puts a 
distinctive touch on such Arlen 
hits as “Over the Rainbow” and 
“Paper Moon” as well as on less¬ 
er-known gems, like the shim¬ 
mering “This Time the Dream’s 
On Me” and the touching “What’s 
Good About Goodbye?” Pi¬ 
anist/arranger Michael Greensill 
provides his usual brilliant ac¬ 
companiment. On opening night, 
bassist Michael Moore seemed 
undermiked. Whitfield, on the 
other hand, was overmiked, and 
with an instrument as intricate 
and finely detailed as hers, the 
blaring speakers tended to blur 
the singer’s emotional through- 
line. 


who went on to fame on film, 
Broadway, TV and on records, 
Tucker was an original. Bawdy, 
boisterous and soulful, she is too 
often forgotten these days, seen 
only in the legacy she left to per¬ 
formers such as Barbra Streisand 
and Bette Midler. 

McNight has been putting this 
show together for over a decade 
now, and her affection for Tucker 
comes through in every note, 
chuckle and off-color remark. She 
has just the right amount of sly 
humor, brio and balls (metaphor¬ 
ical, of course) to bring Tucker vi¬ 
brantly to life. 

As McNight maneuvers 
through Tucker’s tricky repertoire 
— from the sexually frustrated 
story of “Myron” who’s not de¬ 
sirin’ to the heartfelt schmaltz of 
“My Yiddishe Mama” — the 
singer never fails to excite with 
this perfect match of character 
and material. McNight is ably as¬ 
sisted by the expert James Follow- 
ell on piano. ▼

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more subjective and intangible: 
in the writer’s attitude towards 
himself and his unshakable belief 
in the value and enduring literary 
quality of his work. The eroticist 
is simply the pornographer expe¬ 
riencing an identity crisis, the cat¬ 
alogue copy writer wanting to be 
Shakespeare, the commercial 
artist convinced that he is Picasso, 
the slumming MFA getting uppi¬ 
ty, brandishing in our faces his 
creative writing thesis and Mas¬ 
ter’s degree, suffering from delu¬ 
sions of grandeur about what is

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1996 contains some good 
writing (“best” is a troubling 
misnomer), it suffers from its 
editors’ cloyingly sex-positive 
attitudes. The modern 
pornographer is only secon¬ 
darily a writer of smut but is 
first and foremost an evan¬ 
gelist who teaches us that 
sex is oh-so-good for us, 
that it is a kind of miracle 
cure for our personal trou¬ 
bles as well as for the ills of 
humanity, a cultish form of 
erotic therapy that he foists 
on his audience with pros¬ 
elytizing fervor. For the 
new generation of erotic 
writers, fucking has be¬ 
come a religion, an anti¬ 
dote to the psychological¬ 
ly damaging inhibitions 
of a repressed era, and, as 
such, their wholesome 
characterization of the 
emotional nutritiousness of sex 
has begun to smack of purism, or¬ 
thodoxy and self-righteousness, 
the dogmatism of the fanatic, the 
true believer. 

The definition of how erotica 
differs from pornography is at 
best imprecise, and Heim’s selec¬ 
tion of stories will only add to the 
confusion. The distinction lies 
not so much in actual differences 
in approach and subject matter, 
between filthy-minded jack-off 
material and the new, more high¬ 
brow, thinking-man’s pornogra¬ 
phy, but in something much 


in actuality just 
straightforward smut. 
Erotica is not a real lit¬ 
erary genre; it is a state 
of mind, the product 
not of divine afflatus, 
but literary anxiety. It is 
the nervous response of 
the insecure pornogra¬ 
pher engaged in a des¬ 
perate act of self-rehabil¬ 
itation, attempting to be 
something he isn’t, an 
artiste, a craftsman, a so¬ 
phisticated belletrist and 
not just a potboiling 
drudge who churns out 
unreadable fantasies 
about varsity wrestling 
teams and truck-stop glory 
holes for Honcho and 
Mandate. Although both 
Heim and Ford express 
qualified admiration for 
conventional pornography, 
their anthology testifies to 
the snobbery that underlies erot¬ 
ica, the nervousness of writers so 
uncomfortable with their very 
subject, sex, that they have de¬ 
vised a special literary subgenre 
that cuts the umbilical cord with 
the illiterate drivel of pulp paper¬ 
backs and thus enables them to 
maintain their self-respect as cre¬ 
ative artists. T

Best Gay Erotica 1996, selected 
and introduced by Scott Heim, 
edited by Michael Ford; Cleis 
Press, $12.95 

<. lthough those who write 

v what is now fashionably 
n called “erotica” would have 
us believe that they are engaged in 
the nitty-gritty, down-and-dirty, 
no-holds-barred business of 
“get[ting] the reader off,” as Scott 
Heim so indelicately puts it in his 
introduction to the Best Gay Erot¬ 
ica 1996, in fact its primary pur¬ 
pose is not to arouse but to edify, 
not to excite but to indoctrinate, 
to “make us think while our hands 
are busy.” Virtually all of the sto¬ 
ries in Best Gay Erotica 1996 are 
propaganda in disguise, serving 
subtly tendentious purposes. After 
25 years of gay pornography based 
on an exaggeratedly unsensual 
type of hard-core sex between rut¬ 
ting, insentient automatons, who 
don’t make love so much as batter 
each other into oblivion with erec¬ 
tions large as fire hydrants and tes¬ 
ticles the size of beach balls, stories 
like Jameson Currier’s “First 
Shave” or Alex Jeffers’ “The Voice 
of the Capon” are intended to 
show that gay sex can be sensitive, 
romantic, and voluptuous rather 
than cheap and anonymous. 

What’s more, these stories are 
meant to affirm the value and 
goodness of sex in an age in which 
it is easily equated with disease 
and death. In “The Last Blowjob,” 
for instance, Steven Greco makes 
a valiant, if unsuccessful, effort to 
do the impossible and go where 
no pornographer has gone before: 
to eroticize the emaciated body of 
a hospitalized PWA whom he de¬ 
scribes as a ravaged but in¬ 


domitable, other-worldly figure, 
all tightly braided and muscle 
covered in a parchment-thin 
“shrink-wrap of skin.” 

Finally, these stories are ten¬ 
dentious for, as Michael Ford ex¬ 
plains in his foreword, they are 
meant “to stretch the boundaries 
of our erotic lives,” introduce us to 
a whole range of alternative sexu¬ 
al practices, as in Matthew Ret- 
tenmund’s “Pleasingly,” a deli¬ 
ciously iconoclastic demolition of 
traditional Jenny Craig, gym- 
queen sex. Here, two chubby, 
pizza-eating tubs of lard, defying 
the punitive standards of chiseled, 
ectomorphic muscularity that 
have complicated gay men’s im¬ 
ages of their bodies for the last few 
decades, jiggle like Jello molds 
while making love between candy 
wrappers and empty Coke cans. 
In the most “transgressive” story 
in the collection, Carol Queen’s 
“Ganged,” a club of elderly gay 
sadists unknowingly put through 
her paces an androgynous woman 
who cross-dresses as a boy, a 
swinish, toilet-pig bottom who 
services her masters in crotchless 
chaps in a cage, a dildo strapped 
precariously between her legs. 

Taken as a whole, the antholo¬ 
gy is a self-conscious exercise in 
sexual multiculturalism, the di¬ 
dactic outcome of a democratic 
impulse to present a wide variety 
of homoerotic experiences. In¬ 
cluding stories about B&D, 
switch-hitting, menage d trois, tat¬ 
tooing, shaving, and water sports, 
it conscientiously avoids the run- 
of-the-mill type of vanilla sex 
found in conventional pornogra¬ 
phy, where plumbers, cowboys, 
and grease monkeys plow each 
other over bales of hay in the lofts 
of barns or in the cabs of tractor 
trailers and hydraulic fork lifts. 

Although Best Gay Erotica

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practicing phallocentric. Hmmm. 

But there is so much more 
about this book that enrages. Con¬ 
sider the title, with its reference to 
lesbians as girls. That ties in nicely 
to that Freudian notion that ho¬ 
mosexuals of both genders are 
merely immature in their sexuality. 
And lest you think you are reading 
assimilation into the title, don’t 
worry. It’s really there. Gelder¬ 
Brandt tells us: “Our title reflects 
the reality that lesbians can be 
found in any town, any office, any 
family. Unfortunately, it’s precisely 
the normality of the typical lesbian 
next door that’s most threatening 
to some of those who hate us.” Is it 
just me, or is GelderBrandt trying 
to distance herself from those 
(bad, icky) atypical lesbians? 

The two-speaking-as-one-style 
is annoying, although occasionally 
(and inadvertently) hilarious, for 
instance when GelderBrandt re¬ 
sponds to the conundrum of les¬ 
bians who sleep with men (here 
they go again): ‘“This is about la¬ 
beling sexual behavior, not limiting 
it,’ we second. ‘No one here’s saying 
anyone can’t sleep with who [sic] 
she wants. And no one’s saying 
anyone’s required to label herself 
— or, if she does choose to label 
herself...’” blah blah blah. Now, I 
want to know, did Gelder lead the 
recitation, did Brandt, or have they 
been together so long that they just 
naturally speak in unison? 

But what about content? 
GelderBrandt decided to look at 
three “large-scale tribal events 
that serve as windows into lesbian 
political, cultural, and social life”: 
the Michigan Womyn’s Music 
Festival, the Dinah Shore Golf 
Tournament weekend in Palm 
Springs, and a cross-country ac¬ 
tion/road trip with the Lesbian 
Avengers. But GelderBrandt does¬ 
n’t report on these experiences, 
she trashes them. She damns with 
faint praise a party at Dinah Shore 
by suggesting that it had “the class 
of the last twenty years’ most 
glamorous gay male parties.” 
Wow, cool, we’re almost as good 
as gay men. The Avengers are 
treated as a grotesque joke, con¬ 
cerned more with choice of outfit 
than political action. I seriously 
doubt that any woman would 
want to go to Michigan after read¬ 
ing GelderBrandt’s description. 

Now let’s get real here. I’m not 
saying anyone has to like golf or 
festivals or avengers, but why 
choose those three events to “jour¬ 
ney to the heart of lesbian Ameri¬ 
ca” if you hate every one of them? If 
I were paranoid, I might think that 
trashing lesbians is one sure way to 
get a mainstream house to publish 
my book. Since I’m not paranoid, I 
do think trashing lesbians was at 
the heart of this journey. After all, 
GelderBrandt does make the con¬ 
flicting claim that lesbians are just 
like everybody else, and, sub-textu- 
ally, that a lesbian is the last thing 
anyone would ever want to be. My 
hope is that no one buys this nasty, 
dyke-bashing, boring book. T

y dear Aunt LaVerne, 
faced with the wildly inap¬ 
propriate sub-title of this 
wretched book, would no doubt 
have said: “‘Into the heart of lesbian 
America,’ my ass sucks tomato 
juice!” I have no idea what it means 
either. I only know it was her fa¬ 
vorite expression of outrage, and 
outrage is the mildest of my re¬ 
sponses to Lindsy Van Gelder and 
Pamela Robin Brandt’s infuriating 
new tome, The Girls Next Door. 

I’ve been trying to imagine the 
appropriate audience for this 
book. It certainly isn’t a scientific 
one, for the book is far too flippant 
and haphazard to be taken seri¬ 
ously. The authors’ repeated refer¬ 
ences to the generic “study after 
study,” which, ostensibly, form the 
basis for the book’s conclusions, 
are never identified, and, worse yet, 


there is neither bibliography nor 
index. And since The-Girls -Next 
Door isn't the least bit funny or 
clever, it loses in the entertain¬ 
ment category as well. The the¬ 
sis, if I may apply so technical a 
term to so slipshod a piece of 
writing, appears to be that les¬ 
bians are just like everybody 
else, in that they define them¬ 
selves in terms of their rela¬ 
tionships to, and seem to 
spend almost all of their time 
thinking about, men. Even 
GelderBrandt’s reworking of 
the Kinsey Scale ties more 
closely to where the boys are (or 
aren’t) than where the women fig¬ 
ure in a lesbian’s life. 

I suppose that might be of in¬ 
terest to straight men, who as¬ 
sume that’s what we do anyway 
(important tip — we don’t!). If I 
were a straight woman, I guess I 
might resign myself to the cen¬ 
trality of the phallus, since ac¬ 
cording to GelderBrandt, who say 
they are lesbians, even lesbians are 
hopelessly devoted to dick. Imag¬ 
ine my surprise to learn that, as a 
lesbian, I’m supposed to be a 
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Bearing fruit

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Libe affair 


N ow that the heralded New Main 
SF Public Library has been open 
over a month, time for a few re¬ 
flections from a heavy user: 

When I went to get my new library 
card, the computer remembered I 
hadn’t paid some overdue fines when 1 
left town for Oregon back in ’90! Les¬ 
son: You can run, but you can’t hide. 

I’ve been popping in during lunch- 
hour. In the evening, there are lines at 
check-out, and huge piles of returned 
books behind the counter. It’s good to 
see the libe so well-used. Even the ma¬ 
terials left behind on the reading ta¬ 
bles— History of Russia, Refresher Cal¬ 
culus, Blanchot/Foucault — are the 
leavings of browsing minds. 

The Internet terminals are always 
occupied, despite their 20-minute time 
limit. It’s easy enough to look up a 
book on the terminals, but hard to lo¬ 
cate the appropriate stacks. 

The gay and lesbian center is 
squeaky dean, like the complexions of 
the Gap models in the mural above. 
It’s exciting and necessary to see a gay 
center in a public facility, but I also 
have that faint pang of regret you get 
when any radical movement gets insti¬ 
tutionalized. Seeing books I grew up 
with behind glass in display cases is 
unsettling: we queer and gentle people 
aren’t entirely history yet. Out of the 
display cases and into the stacks! 

On 8th St. I heard one flygirl tell 
another, “You can watch new movies 
at the liberry! An’ it’s free!” The 
Audio/Visual Center also has an odd 
collection of CDs— a somewhat lim¬ 
ited range, but I was able to find John 
Adams, Bud Powell, and “Blue” Gene 
Tyranny. 

The soaring atrium floods natural 
light into the space, but doesn’t muffle 
the noise, which is considerable for a 
library. If you need peace and quiet, go 
to the paging desk and request a study 
room. 

Until this Sunday you can visit 
“Building tfie Library,” an exhibit on 
the lower level documenting the histo¬ 
ry of Civic Center and the construc¬ 
tion of the New Main, which truly is a 
gift we SF residents gave ourselves. T

Music, queer & other 

by Bob Roehr 


Gay American Composers; CRI Records 

A t first, your eye is caught by a photograph of nubile, half- 
naked young men. But if you get beyond this CD’s cover 
photo to the music you’ll find there is more here than meets 
the eye. 

OUT Classics recently scoured the serious music pantheon of 
dead guys to bring together a selection of works by composers who 
either were gay, probably were gay, or who desperately wanted to be 
gay. There is no such ambivalence with CRI’s Gay American Com¬ 
posers, which brings together the music of 11 living composers 
who are decidedly homosexual. 

Aside from the fact that the contributors are all alive and gay, 
the assembled crew has little in common. This recording is akin to 
what used to be called a “sampler,” a compilation of excerpts that a 
recording company would toss together to entice music lovers to 
buy the full recording. Here, the selections are both old and new, in¬ 
strumental and vocal. They share an accessibility, a fealty to lyri¬ 
cism in the mainstream tradition of Western music, while at the 
same time nudging it along with late 20th-century sensibilities. 

I was particularly taken by selections from Lou Harrison’s 
String Quartet Set. It unites the best of Northern California music 
in the septuagenarian composer and a superb performance by the 
Kronos Quartet. Equally remarkable are Chester Biscardi’s sen¬ 
suous Imitation to Desire: Tango and Robert Maggio’s Desire 
Movement. 

Those who enjoy compositions for voice will find plenty to 
sample. Phyliss Bryn-Julson beautifully sings four of Ned Rorem’s 
art songs and Conrad Cummings offers a charming duet, In the 
Department of Love. Chris DeBlasio and Lee Hoiby both turn to 
Walt Whitman for stirring songs of manly love. 

A 24-page booklet allows ample room for discussion of the 
composers’ works and lives. “I personally feel there is no artistic 
difference between gay’ music (music written by gay composers) 
versus ‘straight’ music,” offers composer Robert Helps. That 
thought is echoed by others in remarkably insightful notes on 
music, homosexuality, and the creative process. 

Aurally and in print, Gay American Composers is an excellent 
primer to some of today’s finest contemporary music, whose au¬ 
thors just happen to be gay and American. ▼ 


More than a drag show

Mp he Angel, the Vixen the Eu¬ 
nuch and the Clown is a 
|| drag show with several 
twists. The four performers — 
Fennel Skellyman, Roderick Mc¬ 
Farland, Steven LeMay and Trau¬ 
ma Flintstone — collaborate in 
such a high-spirited way that their 
work here is more than just silly 
fun, it’s actually a meaningful re¬ 
flection on the role of gender in 
their lives. 

Designed as a three-ring carni¬ 
val, Angel is a 90-minute perfor¬ 
mance in three movements. The 
segments — “Paint by Gender,” 
“Sirens=Dress” and “Smells like 
Queen Spirit” — establish the 
artists’ public personae, throw 
into question what the audience 
projects on drag queens and, in 
the final and most successful of all 
the segments, allow the perform¬ 
ers to discuss issues that drag 
queens face all the time. 

The four performers are talent¬ 
ed and entertaining. They do lip- 
sync and live vocals, spoken word 
and video performances that in 
toto make satisfying theater. The 
individual lip-sync and live vocal 
performances — of which McFar¬ 
land’s amazing voice deserves spe¬ 
cial mention — and the middle 
segment, in which each performer 
does a different rendition of the 
Cole Porter song “I’ve Got You 
Under My Skin,” are excellent. 

Where The Angel, the Vixen, 
the Eunuch and the Clown is dif¬ 
ferent from, and more powerful 
than most drag shows, is in its 


final segment. Here, the perform¬ 
ers — in individual pieces — dis¬ 
cuss and reflect on what drag 
means to them. Anger, fear, joy 
and fantasies of being Jamie Lee 
Curtis intertwine to make the last 
half-hour one of the best pieces of 
performance I’ve seen in a long 
time. 

The show isn’t perfect, of 
course. Intersection for the Arts is 
a small house, and this piece 
needs more room. The sound lev¬ 
els were so off the night I saw it I 
flinched every time the sound sys¬ 


tem came on. This is an unfortu¬ 
nate failing when a large part of 
the show is built around taped 
music. These minor caveats aside, 
Angel is a fascinating piece of the¬ 
ater. ▼

We were surprised, too, that 
Prathibha Parmar, the very se¬ 
rious woman behind Warrior 
Marks, a compelling and disturb¬ 
ing film about female circumci¬ 
sion, ranks among her favorites 
Almodovar’s Women on the Verge 
of a Nervous Breakdown and 
Scorsese’s Raging Bull. 

Through-lines to these aesthet¬ 
ic conundrums do not easily sug¬ 
gest themselves, making the list all 
the more fascinating for being so 
free of political correctness and re¬ 
ductionist agenda-thwacking. Of 
course, not everything in the sur¬ 
vey is revelatory. We weren’t the 
least bit surprised to learn that 
Todd Verow, the man behind the 
Frisk debacle, is a fan of Alain 
Resnais’ waterlogged rune Last 
Year at Marienbad. 

Musical Magus 

It was a typical San Francisco 
“press conference” crowd that 
lurched into Ivy’s Cafe on a recent 
Monday afternoon to hear 
Michael Tilson Thomas discuss 
the SF Symphony’s upcoming 
American Festival— a throng 
formed of the wet-behind-the- 
ears, the long-in-the-tooth, and the 
just plain worn out. Bounding into 
the room looking tan and fit in a 
radiant cerulean blue dress shirt, 
MTT was the odd man out in this 
otherwise enervated setting. 

The questions asked of the 
conductor, which dribbled out be¬ 
tween pregnant arrhythmic paus¬ 
es and tentative stabs at green sal¬ 
ads, indicated less interest in the 
conductor’s all-home-grown 
music festival than in the maestro 
himself. “How do you feel about 
your first season with the orches¬ 
tra?” one bug-eyed scribe in¬ 
quired, oblivious to the irrelevance 
her question had to the matter at 
hand. “What do you say to your 


critics?” another asked, expecting 
the improbably impolitic from a 
man whose professional success 
indicates mastery of the art of the 
graceful sidestep. 

Amazingly, Tilson Thomas 
managed to turn these longueurs 
into gold, building out of nothing 
a provocative discussion about 
American music that wound 
down with an elegant appeal for 
people to seek in harmony the 
kind of religio-mystical suste¬ 
nance common to certain charac¬ 
ters in the novels of Hermann 
Hesse. “All the wisdom of the 
world can be heard in music,” he 
suggested. “We only need open 
ourselves to it.” 

Certainly anybody who’s at¬ 
tended an MTT concert this sea¬ 
son at Davies Hall knows what he 
is talking about. Even when the 
fare has been of the tergiversating 
variety (Gustav Mahler’s thick 
Das klagende Lied), Tilson 
Thomas’ concerts have brimmed 
with a kind of conviction and elec¬ 
tricity that lifts classical music out 
of the moldering bed of mothballs 
onto which it has been flung by 
bores and academics into the 
sphere of the living, the realm of 
art as an expression of the human 
soul, with all that that entails in the 
way of ecstasy, chaos, irrationality, 
and, of course, bad reviews. 

Tilson Thomas’ revivifying act 
is catching on. In a recent chat 
with the SF Symphony’s market¬ 
ing department we learned that 
ticket sales are up 8 percent over 
last year, and that 30 percent of 
the Symphony’s individual ticket 
buyers are new to the organiza¬ 
tion. As for the American Festival, 
it’s selling well, in fact, twice as 
well, say the bean counters, as the 
annual (and increasingly turgid) 
Beethoven Festival it replaces this 
year. All this is good news for our 
new maestro, whose engaging 
presence and willingness to take 
chances are a breath of fresh air in 
our often provincial clime. ▼
